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MR. BLAINE’S PILGRIMAGE 


FLEEING FROM HIS ADMIRERS AT 
THE STATE MUSTER. 
BACK AGAIN TO MOUNT DESERT—DEMOCRAT- 
IC COMMENTS ON THE OLD ORCHARD 
MEETING AND SPEECHES. 


Aveusta, Me., Aug. 8.—Governor’s day 
at the State muster, on the grounds in front of 
the State House, brought to Augusta a crowd 
of visitors. The routine of camp life occupied 
the troops during the morning, and a review 
and skirmish drill had been arranged to take 
place in the afternoon. While many of the 
visitors who thronged the parade ground were 
undoubtedly attracted by the promised 
drill, it was supposed that not a lit- 
tle interest was aroused by the announcement 
that Mr. Blaine would be present at the review. 
About 2 o’clock Mr. Blaine drove upon the 
grounds and across the field to the tents of Gov. 
Robie and his staff. Gov. Robie was found here 
with a throng of uniformed officers admiring his 
blue and white Granger waistcoat, for this gar- 


ment, in which he now regularly appears, is said 

to have been adopted, as was his alleged occupa- 

tion of * farming,” to win fame in the eyes of 
the 55,000 farmers of the State. : 

Mr. Blaine’s arrival provoked no cheering or 
other demonstration. e entered the Govern- 
or’s tent, where he met, besides the staff of Gov. 
Robie and Col. Sprague, ex-Senator Hannibal 
Hamlin and E. Mocdy Boynton, once a Green- 
back orator and now a gentleman eager to be 
heard on the stump for Blaine and Logan. The 
visitors about the camp ground, hearing that 
Mr. Biaine was in the Governor's tent, gathered 
about it, and soon a crowd was present. Instead 
however, of waiting for the review, he slipped 
guietly out,entered his carriage, and was driven to 
the station to catch the train for Bar Harbor. 
When he left Augusta it was his purpose to stay 
at Mount Desert until Monday morning, or per- 
haps until the afternoon, when he will go direct 
to Maranacook. After the Maranacook meeting 
on Tuesday he will return to Augusta to stay 
until Thursday, when he will go to Strong, 
to be present at the anniversary to be held there 
on the iith. At the present time he has no en- 
gagements that will prevent him from returning 
to Bar Harbor,after the Strong meeting,to remain 
for a week or 10 days. His friends generally re- 
marked yesterday at Old Orchard that he was 
looking fatieued. Persons who have not seen 
him for years were astonished to find that his 
hair and beard have grown white. He does not 
complain of fatigue, of the going and coming, 
extensive correspondence, work on his book, 
and handshaking. In speaking his voice is as 
strong and ringing as it was ten years ago. 

At Portland, and here in Augusta, the Demo- 
crats, who regarded the Old Orchard meeting as 
only a repetition of the Portland “ non-partisan” 
reception, are criticising Gov. Robie'’s half polit- 
ical speech and regretting that the Democrats 
who spoke there did not seize the opportunity to 
make political harangues. Ex-Gov. Plaisted, 
who has seen the statement that surprise has 
been manifested because he did not attend, 
says that the managers could have removed 
all surprise if they had desired. Being 
confident that it was only an attempt to use the 
Grand Army as a “ draw” for a Blaine demon- 
stration, he did not reply to the letter of invita- 
tion he received. This afternoon he said that if 
he had been there he should have made a _ politi- 
cal speech, and he regrettcd that Judge Cleaves 
had not grasped the opportunity presented to 
him for uttering some sound Democratic doc- 
trines before so large an audience.

ELKINS IN WEST VIRGINIA. 
MR. STAUB AS A CAMPAIGN ORATOR—AN 
IMPORTATION OF NEGROES. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The West Vir- 
ginians are making game of Mr. Stephen B. 
Elkins in his seiection of R. P. H. Staubtostump 
that State in the interest of the Republicans. 
They say that, for once at least, Mr. Elkins has 
been duped in his employment of men, for Mr. 
Staub is recognized as the most harmless of cam- 
paign orators, and as a gentleman who will pro- 
voke laughter wherever he attempts to speak. 

A West Virginian said to-day of Mr. Staub: 
* He was formerly a rcsident of Martinsburg, 
West Va.,and the report of his intention to 
stump our State for Blaine occasions merriment 
wherever Dick is known. He has been a Green- 
backer, and now wants to bea Blaineman. He 
would be anything, i believe, if loaves ana fishes 
were involved. Dick got a nomiuation 
for Prosecuting Attorney a few years ago 
in Berkeley, which is a Democratic coun- 
ty. The great confidence and esteem 
in which he was held by our voters was 
clearly indicated in that campaign. They delib- 
erately elected Flick, his Kepubtican opponent. 
Every speech which Staub will make in the Sec- 
ond District, if he ventures into it, will heip 
Cleveland. Elkins must have got him very cheap, 
for he has been doing little or nothing of late, 
and man cannot live on wind alone, even in the 
healthy zephyrs of West Virginia. The more 
men like our friend Staub that are sent into our 
State, the safer will it grow for Cleveland and 
Hendricks.”

THE CAMPAIGN IN INDIANA. 
£X-SENATOR M DONALD EXPECTING A CLOSE 

STRUGGLE, BUT CERTAIN OF SUCCESS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Ex-Senator Mc- 
Donald, of Indiana, was here to-day on private 
business. He speaks freely of the outlook in his 
State. * The campaign has not yet opened,” he 
said, * but active preparations are being made, 
and it will be one of the most closely contested 
struggles we have ever had. Cleveland will carry 
the State, but we shall have to fight forit. The 
Democrats throughout the State are in good 
trim and equal to the emergency.” 

“Do you look for Cleveland's election?” he 
was asked. 

“Ido. I believe he will surely carry the coun- 


try, but as in Indiana it is elsewhere—there will 


be a great struggle.” 

* What effect wil) Butler's action have?” 

“It will not affect the national ticket, I think. 
He will be felt in certain localities only. The 
fight throughout will be between Blaine and 
Cleveland, and neither will be affected by But- 
ler’s presence in the tield. In Indiana the Green- 
back vote will be a loss from the Republicans, if 
from either party.” 

“It is feared by some,” was suggested, “ that 
Butler will draw a big vote from Cleveland in 
New-York +” 

“Ithink not. 1think he will not draw a large 
vote atall. The fight, as I have said, will be be- 
tween Cleveland and Blaine, and Geveland will 
be elected,” 

“ Will you take the stump, Senator?” 

“Oh, yes. I shall take the part of a yeoman,” 
he replied.

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OPPOSING MAJOR BUTTERWORTH. 

Cincinnati, Aug. 8.—A dispatch from 
Washington says that Major Butterworth, who 
was yesterday nominated by the Republicans of 
the First District for Congress, is in doubt 
whether he can accept. He pleads that he has 
important duties,as Commissioner of Patents, 
which require immediate and close attention, 


and further, that the nomination was entirely 
unexpected, and finds him unprepared in other 
ways for its acceptance. It is the talk here to- 
day that Butterworth will encounter some, and 
perhaps serious, opposition to his election in his 
own party, and the hint is thrown out 
that this is the real cause of his hesitating to en- 
ter the race. The opposition originates with 
small politicians, who claim that Butterworth, 
after his last election to Congress, refused to ful- 
fill his promises to them. The number of votes 
they will be able to take away from him in the 
event of his becoming a candidate has probably 
been overestimated, but as the di-trict is very 
close the los; of even a few votes may become a 
serious matter 

Put there ig another feature of the case. 
Major Butterworth was one of the determined 
oppenents of Blaine at Chicago. J. L. Keck, 
who sought the nomination which Butterworth 
yesterday received, stated to-day that he was 
urged to become a candidate against Butter- 
worth at the Blaine headquarters, and was prom- 
ised liberal financial aid in his campaign. He 
says he telegraphed to the Blaine headquarters 
on Wednesday that he thought it useless to op- 
pose Butterworth, but received in answer an 


urgent request to keep up the fight against him. 
Just what or how much this means it is im i- 
ble as yet to say, but it is easy to understand that 
the Blaine managers are anxious to carry the 
First Ohio District, and teat, if money must be 
sent here, they should much prefer that the can- 
didate should be a Blaine man. 


MAHONE’S MEN AT WORK. 
RicumonD, Va., Aug. 8.—The Mahone 
Republican State Committee and 40 or 50 other 
leading members of that party were in confer- 
ence with Mahone to-night to map out the 
work of’ the campaign in Virginia. At mid- 
night, little more to than listen to the views 


of the leaders from different districts had been 
done. The indications are that the conference 
will not adjourn before early in the morn- 
ing. Among those who are participating 
in the meeting are most of the promi- 
nent members of the Mahone party. The 
face of Senator Riddleberger is missed and com- 
mented on. He has taken but little part in the 
struggle of the new Republican Party of Vir- 
ginia thus far, and, with the possible exception 
of one or two speeches he may make, ‘will 
not be likely to do so in this campaign. 
Mahone, as usual, is presiding over the commit- 
tee, and doing most of the talking. He and his 
followers declare that they intend to make one 
of the most determined fights this year the 
have ever made*‘in this State. Wit 
few exceptions the Mahone leaders here to-night 
do not a ar to be so sanguine of cuccess in the 
approaching contest as they have on the eve 
of others during the past few years. No de- 
mand has! yet been made by the Straightout 
Republicans upon the committee for a place on 
the Electoral ticket. If any is made it will meet 
with bitter ‘opposition trom some of those 
who are close to Mahone. Some of these 
say they had rather see _ their ticket 
defeated this year than to make any such con- 
cessions to their old enemies. The committee 
will make assignments for speakers during 
the ‘canvass, call the District Conventions 
to make nominations for Congress, and discuss 
the way in which money is to raised to prose- 
cute the fight for Blaine in Virginia.

MAHONE’S FRANTIC APPEAL. 
NorRFOLK, Va., Aug. 8.—The Virginian 
will publish to-morrow the substance of a letter 
which Gen. Mahone has addressed to his Read- 
juster friends, marked “ Private and Confiden- 


tial,” iu which he urges the necessity of a faith- 
ful adherence to the Readjuster Party, stating 
that Cameron, Riddleberger, Sims, Mayo, and 
Paul have deserted him, and hence the necessity 
of acloser alliance between old members of 
the party, as otherwise ‘“‘we shall lose 
the patronage which we have enjoyed for 
the past several ears, all of which 
would slip through our hands into those of the 
Republicans.” pies of the letter were ad- 
dressed to Judge Murdaugh, C. H. Causey, Post- 
master Hines, of Suffolk, and others. One of the 
recipients in Portsmouth carelessly left the letter 
lying on his desk, anda Straightout Republican 
copied it and sent it on to the National Repub- 
lican Committee. The letter is all the more 
significant since it is known that there 
has been a marked coldness between Mahcne 
and Cameron during their stay at Old 
Point Hotel together. Mahone and Cameron 
were expected at the navy yard several daysago, 
and Commodore Mayo had his men in uniform 
to receive them, but Cameron did not come, and 
as soon as it was learned he was not on board 
Mayo dismissed his officers and dropped his own 
uniform. Gen. Mahone had no one left to show 
him the courtesies but Congressman Libby. The 
matter is much discussed by Republicans here.

TWO SCOUNDRELS IN CUSTODY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 8.—A _ special to 
Tne Times from York, Penn., says: ‘“ Miss 
Lillie Klinedinst, daughter of a very respect- 
able farmer residing at Gladfelter’s Station, 
about seven’ miles from York, was robbed 
of a sum of money .and  outrageous- 
ly assaulted by. two young villains 
from York this morning, while on her way to 


her home. The villains were Charles Muntis and 
Harry ligenfritz, both of whom were captured 
and lodged in jail. A great excitement pre- 
vailed, and, threats of lynching the scoundrels 
were made. Miss Klinedinst had been with the 
excursion party to Washington City yesterday, 
and the train upon which she returned arrived 
too late for her to go to her parents’ residence 
last night. She stopped over night with the 
family of W. H. Shearer, the station agent at 
Gladfelter’s Station,where she has been frequent- 
ly a visitor. This morning at an early hour 
Miss Klinedinst started for home, and as she 
passed along the public highway she was as- 
sauited by Muntis and Ilgenfritz, who first 
robbed her of the few dollars she had remaining 
from her excursion funds and then assaulted 
her. The scoundrels then fied, leaving 
their victim with torn clothes and a 
bruised body upon the road. As soonas the 
young lady had _ sufficientiy recovered she 
reached her father’s house as best she could and 
told her pitiful story. Her father at once pur- 
sued the scoundrels and overtook them at 
Gladfelter’s station, where the young lady had 
spent the night. They were seized and roughly 
handled until Officer Augustus Klinedinst ap- 
peared and took them into custody and after- 
ward brought them to York and lodged them in 
— It is altogether likely that the villains would 
1ave met their death at the hands of Mr. 
Klinedinst’s neighbors had they not been 
brought to York so soon after their apprehen- 
sion. Muntis and Ilgenfritz were only a few 
months ago released from the House of 
Refuge, and both are young men. After 
their arrest they both had warrants served upon 
them for an attemptto kill Jacob Perizo,a lad 
of 17 years, and also for the theft of a watch 
from Joseph Heich, of the First Ward.”

ONE DEAD AND THE OTHER DYING. 

MILWAUKEF, Wis., Aug. 8.—The little vil- 
lage of Kewaskum, Washington County, was 
the scene of a double tragedy yesterday. John 
Funder, a laborer, and Frank Kossie, a clerk, 
both employed by Rosenheimer Brothers, mer- 
chants at that place, got into a quarrel in the 
afternoon. The trouble was renewed in the 
evening, and resulted in the shooting of Funder, 
who is badly wounded inthe cheek. He will not 
recover. After the shooting Rossie was seen 
running trom the store, and soon after was 
found dead with a bullet wound in the side of 
his head passing through his brain: Itisthought 
he committed suicide when he realized the 
enormity of his offense. Rossie was a single 
man, about 22 years of age, and Funder, who is 
also unmarried, is about the same age. They 
came from Germany a few months ago. The 
cause of the trouble between the two young 
men is not known.

SOLVING EGYPT'S PROBLEM 


—— 
SUGGESTIONS OF A REDUCTION OF 
THE TAXES. 
A BLUE BOOK ISSUED ON THE SUBJECT— 
PLANS FOR THE EXPEDITION TO RE- 


LIEVE GEN. GORDON. 
» Lonpon, Aug. 8.—A Blue Book contain- 
ing correspondence relative to Egypt has just 
been published. In May Col. Moncrieff wrote 
that the condition of Egypt was so serious that 
aprompt measure of relief, which the people 
would feel, would be of sufficient political 
value to counterbalance any financial loss 
which it might involve. He suggested 
as measures of relief for the abolition of tolls on 
the Nile and the canals. and the taking of steps 
to make the canals navigable. He further sug- 
gested the abolition of the date tax, the decrease 
of the trades license tax, the reduction of 
the land assessment, Jower fares on the 
railways, and reduced interest on the debt. 
Under date of June 8 Nubar Pasha, the 
Egyptian Prime Minister, sent to the Govern- 
ment a series of statistics for the purpose of de- 
precating the continuance of the excessive rates 
of taxation. In a letter of June 27 Edgar Vin- 


cent advocated a reduction of taxes to the ex- 
tent of 20 = cent. in Upper Egypt. Otherwise, 
he said, it would be impossible to collect the 
land tax punctually. 


Carro, Aug. 8.—The Autumn expedition 
for the relief of Gen. Gordon will proceed up the 
Nile by way of Dongola. Suakin has been aban- 
doned as a base of operations. The project 
of constructing a ~ mgs, from uakin 
to Berber has_ likewise en abandoned, 
and the plant has been taken to India. 
A dispatch from Assouan states that Major 
Kitchener and the Mudir of Dongola have gone 
to Debbeh. The Nile rose four feet at Assouan 
yesterday. It has risen here six feet iu three days. 
Gen. Grenfell and Col. Taylor have gone from 
Assouan to Korosko. 

There were further arrivals of British troops 
here to-day and others are on the way. The 
departure of the Sixtieth Rifles for Cyprus has 
been postponed. Capt. Speedy and Mason Bey 
have left Suakin for Sinkat. 

The Mudir of Dongola offers to place six. boats 
with pilots and 1,000 men at the disposal of the 
Government for the purpose of towing Govern- 
ment steamers up to the Nile Cataract. 


Rome, Aug. 8&—Sir J. Savile Lumley 
is effecting an Anglo-Italian entente_ cor- 
diale for the settlement of the Egyp- 
tian question to balance the hostile diplo- 
macy of France and Germany. ‘The leading 
Italian journals, the Florence Nazione and the 
Gazetta d'Italia and the Diretto, of Rome, give a 
mild approval to the attitude of Italy in the 
Egyptian Conference. 


SuAKIN, Aug. 8.—Col. Chermside is san- 
uine that he will be able to organize a counter- 
eague of tribes against Osman Digna. 


) DEATHS FROM THE CHOLERA. 
* Paris, Aug. 8.—During the 24 hours end- 
ing at 9 o’clock to-night 24 deaths from cholera 
occurred at Marseilles. The record of the hos- 
pitals at Toulon for to-day is as follows: Admis- 
sions, 9; discharged, 8; deaths, 3; under treai- 
ment, 8. There were two deaths from cholera 
to-day at La Seyne. 

MARSEILLES, Aug. 8.—The heat has some- 
what increased the mortality among tne cholera 
patients. 


Rome, Aug. 8.—Three fresh cases of 
cholera are reported at Cairo and Montenotte. 
There have been two deaths to-day at Massa, one 
at Carignano, and one at Ossasio. No fresh cases 
have appeared at Pancalieri, but two persons 
who were under treatment there bave died. 
Five cholera patients in the lazaretto at Varig- 
nano have been cured, and three are in ar im- 
proved condition. 


BERNE, Aug. 8.—A rag dealer at Witzwiel, 
Canton of Berne, has died of cholera. 


CARTHAGENA, Aug. 8.—Vessels from all 
italian ports will be subjected to a quarantine of 
seven days. Vessels from infected Italian ports 
will be detained 10 days if healthy, but if they 
have sickness on board 15 days.

THE TRIALS IN DUBLIN. 

Dus, Aug. 8.—The men indicted by 
the Grand Jury in connection with the scandals 
were brought into court to-day and arraigned. 
Cornwall was charged with felony in May, 1883, 


with a person whose name was given, and with 
conspiracy with Major Kirwin for the commission 
of unnatural offenses. Pellar was charged with 
felony with several persons, whose names were 
also given, and with conspiracy to keep disour- 
derly rooms in Ship-street and Golden-iane, and 
to procure youths to commit criminal offenses. 
Fernandez and Lyttle were charged 
with felony, and Considine and Fowler 
with keeping houses where offenses were com- 
mitted.

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THE FRENCH CONSTITUTION. 
VERSAILLES, Aug. 8.—The Congress of the 
two Houses of Parliament to-day continued the 
discussion of the committee’s report on the bill 
for the revision of the Constitution. Further 
scenes of a disorderly character occurred. M. 


Dauphin was obliged to leave the tribune. The 
discussion was declared closed and a show of 
hands was called for. At this point the tumult 
increased. M. Jolibois ascended thetribune and 
attempted to make a speech, but was prevented 
by the President. The uproar was then renewed; 
members vacated their seats and formed a semi- 
cirle on the floor of the House amid intense 
exc.tement. The President was compelled to 
suspend the sitting. Congress afterward re- 
sumed its session and commenced the discussion 
of the articles of the Revision bill. M. Barodet’s 
amendment for the convoking of a con- 
stituent assembly was rejected by a vote of 
493 to 286. Thereupon M. Barodet and six of his 
partisans quitted the session after having read a 
protest against the action of the congress. The 
sitting was adjourned without transacting any 
other business. 


AMERICA TO MEDIATE IN CHINA. 

Lonpon, Aug. 8.—A dispatch from Foo 
Chow to the Times says: “ The American Minis- 
ter will arrive at Shanghai to-day. The Chinese 


remain firm. Further concessions on the part of 
the French wil! alone secure peace.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette, in a leading article this 
afternoon, earnestly advocates American medi- 
ation between China and France. Both coun- 
tries, it thinks, would eagerly accept it. 

Paris, Aug. 8.—The Government will 
consult the Chamber of Deputies before instruct- 
ing Admiral Courbet at Foo-Chow to act. 


Lonpon, Aug. 9.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Foo Chow says: “President Arthur is 
mediating between France and China, and has 
telegraphed instructions to Mr. John Russell 
Young, United States Minister at Pekin.

BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS. 


HOLMES, LAFFORTY & CO., LARGE CATTLE 
DEALERS, FAIL FOR $100,000. 

PirrTspuRG, Penn., Aug. 8.—Holmes, Laf- 
forty & Co., dealers in live stock at the East End 
Cattle Yards, failed to-day for about $100,000. 
They were large dealers, and great surprise was 
occasioned when it became known that they had 
gone under. Two assignments were made late in 
the afternoon, one by the firm, the other by the 
individual partners, to Ira F. Brainerd, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Pittsburg Driving Park Association, 
and Julius Voetler. The assignments were the 
direct result of the Penn Bank crash. Holmes, 
Lafforty & Co. were doing a_ rushing 
business, and at the time Mr. Riddle 
was taken sick so mysteriously they had a large 


cash account at the Penn Bank, and also drafts 
fora large amount issued by the bank which 
were afterward dishonored. The Penn Bank 
vaults contained also notes of the firm to the 
amount of about $50,000, wnich were secured by 
mortgages on the property of its members. By 
some mysterious means these notes found their 
way to the American Exchange National Bank, 
of New-York, which demanded. payment a 
short time ago, and having been refused 
entered suit. In refusing to pay the notes 
the firm acted on the advice of their 
attorneys and Assignee Warner, who told them 
that the New-York bank had no right to the 
notes, and that they were the property of the 
Penn Bank stockholders. But with their cash 
deposits gone, their drafts dishonored, and obli- 
gations trom other quarters demanding atten- 
tion, they were unable to raise the necessary 
amount without running the risk of becoming 
even more seriously involved, and therefore they 
decided that the wisest course would be te wind 
up their business at once. The members of the 
firm are William Holmes, W. I. Lafforty, and the 
Hon. 8. M. Laftorty, who is a member of the 
Legislature from the East End District, and who 
a short time ago was nominated for a second 
term. The members of the firm say that they 
will pay dollar for dollar if their creditors will 
give them time. 


Easton, Penn., Aug. 8.—The Sheriff to- 
day closed C. T. Nightingale’s shoe factory, 
throwing about 40 hands out of work. The es- 
tablishment was recently enlarged. J. A. Night- 
ingale, father of the proprietor, holds about half 
the judgmerts against the factory. The total 
debts are put down at $30,000. 


Boston, Aug. 8.—Altman, Demelman & 
Fuchs, wholesale liquor dealers, of No. 5 Broad- 
street, bave failed, with liabilities of $75,000. 
The firm consisted of Israel Altman, 
Lemuel E. _Demelman, and _ Frederick 
D. Fuchs, general partners, and Moses 
H. Schwartzberg, special partner, for $15,000. It 
was formed Sept. 28, 1883, for five years, and suc- 
ceeded Demelman, Fuchs & Co., Schwartzberg 
having been a general partner in that firm. The 
liabilities are largely due in the West. 


CHENEY AMES’S SUICIDE. 

MARLBOROUGH, N. Y., Aug. 8.—An inquest 
has been held concerning the death of young 
Cheney Ames, who shot himself through the 
heart yesterday at Elmore’s Corners, town of 
Esopus, Ulster County, in the presence of Miss 
Freer, to whom he was engaged to be married. 
Before the Coroner Miss Freer testified that her 
dead lover came to her house and began talking 


about having traded wagons with her father. 
She asked him if that was all he came for, and 
he —_ he guessed not. Miss Freer swore she 
asked him if he thought it was right to come to 
her house with the key of his store in 
his pocket when the door ought to be open. 
Ames started to leave her, and then came 
back telling her he was going to shoot himself. 
He said they would both be better off dead. He 
drew his revolver and she became alarmed fear- 
ing he might kill himself and her too. She coaxed 
him to give her the weapon, and'then he laughed 
and said he was only joking. He took the 
revolver backand turned his back toward her.

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A PART OF THE CHESTER SHIP- 
YARD IN FLAMES. 

THE BLACKSMITH’S SHOP, PUNCH SHED, AND 
BENDING SHED DESTROYED, CAUSING 
DAMAGE AMOUNTING TO OVER $250,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 8.—A special to the 
Times from Chester, Penn., says: ‘“* The black- 
smith’s]shop in Roach’s ship yard took fire at 
8:30 o'clock this evening, and, although 
soon discovered by one of the watch- 
men, who attempted to quench it with 
a few buckets of water, spread with 
wonderful rapidity, and the buildings adjacent, 
being dry frames, soon caught fire and fell be- 
fore the fiames like shavings. The entire fire 
department was called out, but before they 
reached the yard the punch shed, an im- 
mense frame structure covering about an acre, 
was one sheet of fire. The pump at the yard was 
put in operation, and the pumps on the steamtug 
G. E. Weed were brouzht into service, but all 
the volume of water that could be brought to 
play upon the building was fruitless. 

“The flames spread rapidly over the immense 
roof. Heavy shafting puiled in the sides, each 
one of which fell with a crash, lighting up the 
heavens fora great distance around. So in- 
tense was the heat that the firemen 
could not venture within many yards of the 
fire. They labored under great disadvantage 
from the fact that the steamers emptied the 
water mains, so that they could not do so effect- 
ive service as wasexpected. They were cut off 
from theriver by the burning buildings. The 


firemen did the best they could, however, and 
attempted to save the adjoining buildings. They 
succeeded in saving the old moid loft, but as 
the tlames spread over the punch shed, the bend- 
ing shed took fire and burned furious- 
ly, threatening the foundry and a _ brick 
building adjoining. The bending shed was 
burned and torn down. The flames caught 
the ways under the Old Dominion ship Seneca, 
to be launched next Tuesday. So threatening 
was the fire that help was telegraphed for to 
Philadelphia and Wilmington, but before their 
engines started the Chester firemen mastered the 
tiames, and the request was recalled. 

The blacksmith shop, punch shed and bending 
shed were completely destroyed. In the punch 
shed were four sets of rolls, costing $10,000 
or $12,000 each; six set of punches, 
worth $8,000 each; immense shears, worth 
$5,000 each; drills, planes, countersinks, 
—all valuable and heavy machirery, 
estimated to be worth $350,000. The bending 
shed contained two furnaces, plates, and bend- 
ing machines valued at about $250,000. The 
sheds cannot be replaced for less than $50,000. 
Much of the machiner was new. The 
tota: loss is estimate at $250,000. but 
it may exceed that sum. Many patterns were 
burned, and such losses cannot be readily esti- 
mated. There were about 100 men employed in 
the punch shea, but the suspension of this de- 
partment will throw out of employment about 
500 men and nearly stop the yard. 

Mr. Roach, whe reached Chester from New- 
York before the fire was extinguished, was found 
by a reporter about 11 o'clock. He places the 
losses much below the first estimate, saying 
it will probably not exceed $250,000, and is fully 
covered by insurance. He says the work on the 
cruisers will not be seriously retarded, as they 
have other shops in which the work can be done,

DISCLOSURES IN REGARD 70 ITS 
MANAGEMENT. 

SOME OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE TO BE 

SUED FOR LIBELING THE OTHERS— 


GROVER CLEVELAND PRAISED. 

The way in which Mr, Stephen B. Elkins 
has projected himself into the councils of the 
National Labor Party was made public at a 
meeting of the Executive Committee of that 
party at Clarendon Hall last evening. Some 
facts or fancies concerning Mr. W, A. A. Carsey, 
a member of that committee, were also disclosed 
by Mr. Christopher Malone, an impetuous young 
gentleman from Brocklyn. 

The nominal object of the meeting was to re- 
ceive a report from the delegates, who went 
from this city to labor with the Republican and 
Democratic National Conventions and also to 
attend in Chicago a Labor Convention which 
was not held. This work was soon finished, A 


Mr. Wolf made the report. The committees of 
the two National Conventions, he said, had 
treated the delegation with great consideration 
and had incorporated in the platforms the views 
which the delegates expressed. 

The National Labor Convention had not been 
held, he added, because the persons who were to 
compose it didn’t come. They were kept away 
by a notice, issued by James Rooney and John 
Keogh, saying the convention had been ad- 
journed. The National Committee therefore 
adjourned the convention which was not 
he.d till some time in 1888, They also adopted 
a resolution, accepting the indorsement of their 
views which the two National Conventions had 

iven, and declaring that it was not the duty of 
aboring men to nominate candidates for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President, but rather to work to 
secure representatives in State and National 
Legislatures who ure favorable to the interests 
of workingmen. 

Thereport was adopted, and Mr. Carsey, who 
was in the chair, made a speech. The delegates, 
he said, bad given pledges to the leaders of both 
parties that if they would put labor planks in 
their platforms no labor nominations for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President would be made. ‘I'he 
old parties,” said Mr. Carsey, “will always give 
us what we want. Wecan expect nothing from 
anew party. Itisa great thing for a tew men 
to say, but I think we can claim to have made 
the platforms of both parties.” 

Mr. Kobert O. Ferrier asked what right Keogh 
and Rooney had to adjourn the National Con- 
vention. 

“No more right,” replied Mr. Oarsey, “than 
Mr. Barnum would have had to adjourn the 
Democratic or Mr. Elkins the Republican Na- 
tional Conventions.” 

“Who is this Mr. Keogh, any way?” askeda 
young man. * Is he the man whocame up to you, 
Mr. Carsey, at the national headquarters in Chi- 
mae and asked you for money enough to gct 
10me 7?” 

“I’m afraid he’s the man,” said Mr. Carsey 
sadly. 

It was at this hour that the voice of Mr. Chris- 
topher Malone was first heard. Mr. Maione did 
notseem toenjoy the acquaintance of all the 
gentiemen present, and there was much specula- 
vion as to his identity when he firstspoke. “I 
came in here by mistake, Mr. Chairman,” said 
he,**] thought there wasa meeting of brick- 
layers here, and I came to attend that. But I'd 
like to know, now I am here, how many men of 
these are members of trades unions.” 

* | guess most of them are,” replied the Chair- 
man. 

“Are you a member of one yourself, Mr. Chair- 
man?’ continued the inquisitor, Mr. Malone.

He was followed by the Hon. Thomas G. Jordan, 
who delivered an address which was a spirited 
arraignment of Mr. Blaine. E. F. Pillsbury fol- 
lowed in the same strain. 

The last important speaker was the Hon. F. 0. 
Prince, member for Massachusetts of the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee. Our nominees, 
he said, will not only receive the support 
ot a_ solid Democracy, but the support 
of thousands, and perhaps hundreds of 
thousands, of the best of the Republic- 
ans, who repudiate the candidate of their party. 
The issue in this campaign will be rather the 
personal character and fitness of the candidates 
ior the Presidency, and the Democracy’accepts 
the issue. It would be better for Mr. Blaine if 
he were not so well known. The testimony 
furnished by the er Republicans in 
New-York is not to ignored. A _ strange 
charge is that our candidate is unknown. It is 
true he has never been in Congress, has never 
been Speaker of the House of Kepresentatives, 
has never owned stock in the Little Rock or the 
Crédit Mobilier, but he waselected by a majority 
of nearly 200,000 to a public office which is next 
in importance to the Presidency of the Unit- 
ed States. Mr. Prince in closing predicted 
the electian next November by an over- 
whelming majority of Grover Cleveland, “in 
whom the Democracy will find tariff reform, reve- 
nue reform, civil service reform, reform in Gov- 
ernment expenses and in the way of conducting 
elections, reform in the executive, legislative, 
and, let us hope,in the judiciary departments, 
In short, reform in everything.” 

Letters of reyret at being. unable to be present 
were read from the Hon. Thomas A. Hendricks, 
the Hon. Francis Kernan, the Hon. 8. 8. Cox, 
the Hon, Perry Belmont, Col. Vilas, John 
Kelly. and Joseph Pulitzer. Gov. T. M. Waller, 
of Connectiut, wrote: “Things in Connec- 
ticut are every day looking brighter. The 
batteries of slander have been effectually 
silenced. The issue is clearly defined between 
corruption and honesty, between extravagance 
and economy, between the army of office holders 
and the army of the people, and the result is not 
doubtful.” 

At the Tremont Temple meeting, Col. Henry 
Walker was temporary Chairman. ‘The Hon. 
William Gaston was elected permanent Presidin 
Officer. The Hon. Edward Avery was the firs 
speaker. He delivered a very eloquent and vig- 
orous address, which in substance was a 
comparison between Biaine and Cleveland as to 
personal and political character. His conclu- 
sions were strongly in favor of Cleveland. 
Judge Redmond was the next speaker. Josiah 
Quincy, Jr., and Horatio J. Swasey made the 
other prominent addresses of the evening. 
Fire Commissioner John E. Fitzgerald delivered 
a very long address, his principal point be- 
ing the attitude of Irish-American citizens 
toward Cleveland. He _ said that Mr. 
Blaine’s claim on the Irish-American voter 
had no existence except in the minds 
of the Know Nothings and frauds who 
invented it, and should be treated by the Irish- 
Americans with the contempt it deserves. The 
“nefarious Madigan circular’ was next men- 
tioned, and Mr. Blaine’s record in public life se- 
verely commented upon. Cleveland's acts were 
then taken up, his vetoes discussed, and his 
course approved gnd sustained by the speaker.

The fact that 
these bonds have been, orare about to be, issued 
is denied by persons connected with the Vander- 
bilt interests, but certain bankers and operators 
insist that the bonds are already printed. The 
report was current in “the Street” yesterday 
that about one-half of the new bonds had been 
sold to a syndicate of bankers.

IN TORRID HEAT. 


HOW WORKMEN WERE STRICKEN DOWN IN 
115° TEMPERATURE. 
From the Oakland (Cal.) Tribune, July 31. 

An alarming report was current this 
morning to the effect that an epidemic had 
broken out among the railroad employes at the 
Needles, which in three cases had resulted in 
swift and painful death. Some time ago a 
large force of men were sent from Oakland to 
the Needles to work on the Needles Bridge. On 
Sunday last the heat became almost intol- 
erable, and since that date has averaged 


115° in the shade. Up to Tuesday last, the 
workmen experienced some inconvenience, but 
none of them were sick. On Tuesday, however, 
J.J. Crowe, one of the carpenters engaged on 
the bridge, though apparently in robust health 
a few minutes before, was suddenly seized with 
violent cramps in the stomach, succeeded by 
chills, and at 1:30 o'clock, in a little less than an 
hour and a half, expired in great agony. Shortly 
after, Abner McKean, another carpenter, was 
attacked in a similar manner, and expired at 
7:30 o'clock in the evening. On the next day, 
Wednesday, about 15 men were suddenly 
stricken with the mysterious malady, and 
nearly all of them lapsed into an uncon- 
scious condition. A panic among the other 
men was the result. Telegrams were dispatched 
to headquarters, and it was ordered that the 
sick be sept to this city, where they arrived this 
morning. As yet no deaths are reported, and 
none are expected, as most of the men have ral- 
lied. Two causes are attributed to the sickness; 
one is that it is due to the effects of the extreme 
heat, and the second, that it is a non-infec- 
tious type of cholera engendered by the bad 
drinking water in that locality. It is probable 
that the latter theory is the true one. Abner 
McKean was wel! known in West Oakiand,where 
he wasa prominent worker in the temperance 
cause and in the Sabbath schools. He wasa 
most worthy man, and his untimely death is 
much lamented. Efforts to discover Crowe's 
relatives have proved of no avail, and it is be- 
lieved that he has no connections in this State. 
He was buried at_ the Needles. It must not be 
understood that the 15 sick men spoken of 
above are the whole force employed on the 
bridge; on the contrary, the majority of the 
workmen still remain at the Needles. It is pos- 
sible, however, if the beat continues, that they 
will be replaced bya force of men from Tulare, 
who can better endure the climate.

CATCHER GUNNING’ GETS INTO 
HOT WATER. 

CAPT. BURDOCK FRIGHTENS HIM AND HF 
MAKES A MESS OF IT—THE POLICE 
OBLIGED TO PROTECT HIM, 

Two thousand persons assembled on the 
Polo Grounds yesterday afternoon to witness a 
game of baseball played there between the New- 
York and Boston Ciubs. It was a postponed 
game,and none of the official umpires of the 
League were on hand. It was decided, there- 
fore, to allow Thomas Gunning, the change 
catcher of the Bostons, to occupy that position. 
He was not the choice of the local team, but, ac- 
cording to the rules, when aregular umpire is 
not present the selection of one devolves upon 
the visiting club, 

Gunning filied his position in acreditable man- 
ner until! near the close of the game, when he be- 
gan deciding everything in favor of hisclub,and 
he succeeded in making the score even in the 
eighth inning by giving the visitors4 runs. This 
incensed the crowd and they rushed on the field, 
and were only prevented from doing bodily in- 
jury to Gunning by the police, who, however, 
did not interfere until he had been hit in the face 
by one man. 

The New-Yorks disposed of their opponents in 
the first inning and then took the lead by making 
lrun. Things progressed very smoothly there- 
after until the third inning, when it was notice- 
able that the umpire was not very accurate in 
calling strikes against the champions, and the 
result wasthatthe ** Hub” representatives made 
the one run necessary to tie thescore. In the 
fourth inning the New-Yorks once more went to 
the front and, by good batting, placed two ad- 
ditional runs to their credit. The local players 
showed up remarkably well after this and dis- 


posed of the champions in good style. They hit 
the pitching of Bufhinton with ease, and at the 
end of the sixth inning led their adversaries 
by 6 to 1. 

This state of affairs was not pleasing tothe 
champions, as the game was an important one to 
them. If the ew-Yorks proved successful, 
Providence would have the lead again for the 
championship. They showed this clearly by 
finding fault with the umpire at every oppor- 
tunity. Capt. Morrill was absent, having gone 
home to attend the funeral of his father, and the 
captaincy of the team devolved upon Burdock. 
This gentleman was in the worst humor possible, 
and he pranced about the field and yelledin a 
manner that would lead one to believe he wasa 
fit subject for a junatic asylum. Young Gunning 
was in mortal fear of the Captain pro tem., and 
he looked imploringly at his clubmates. None 
of them gave him any encouragement, and he 
started the seventh inning by giving everything 
to them. He would not call a strike against his 
men, and the result was that Weich had to either 
allow the visitors to hit the ball or they would be 
given their bases. He chose the former alter- 
native, and the result was that Boston secured 3 
runs and made the score 6 to 4. 

The New-Y orks went in and succeeded in send- 
ing two men around the bases, making the fig- 
ures 8 to4in theirfavor. Buffinton, in this in- 
ning, seemed to lose his head, and Hornung went 
in to pitch. Wise went behind the bat, Burtinton 
to first base, Crowley to short field, and Hackett 
to right field. They succeeded in disposing of 
the New-Yorks in good shape. I[n the eighth in- 
ning the umpire begau his work in earnest. He 
favored the visitors in everything, and when the 
third Boston man was put out the score stood 
8to8, The New-Yorks went to the bat, but the 
umpire was against them, and he called McKin- 
non, Welch,and Hankinson out on strikes. After 
doing this Burdock approached him and said, 
*Callthe game. What can they do?” His duti- 
ful player did as he was told. 

Ward, the Captain of the New-Yorks, tried to 
reason with him, but without success, and he re- 
fused to allow the contest to goon. When this 
was made known some of the spectators, who 
had watched the work of the umpire without 
finding much fault, showed their displeasure in a 
way not tg be mistaken. They rushed upon the 
field and, before the police were aware of whut 
was going on, one of them hit Gunning a stun- 
ning blow in the face. Others attempted to fol- 
low his example, but the police took the umpire 
toa place of safety. Burdock attempted to rea- 
son with the crowd, claiming that it was too 
dark, but he, too, was in great danger, and the 
police escorted him from the field. 

The crowds waited at the entrance for the um- 
pire to make his appearance. Roundsman 
Sweeney, however, took in the situation ata 
glance, and with two other officers he entered a 
carriage with the umpire and drove rapidl 
away, amid jeers and shouts. The New-Yor 
players were very indignant at Gunning’s de- 
cision in not allowing the game to go on. 

** We have been shabbily treated by umpires, 
even the official ones,”’ said one of them. “One 
or two of the clubs rule the League, and I give 
you my word every umpire favors Boston and 
Chicago. New-York somehow or another gets 
the worst of itin this respect, and it is about 
time it should be stopped. The crowds in this 
city are very impartial. Ifaman were to um- 
pire agameinthe Westas Miller and Gunning 
1ave done in this city he would be mobbed.” 

* Why did Gunning not allow the game to con- 
tinue?” was asked. 

** Well, 1°ll tell you,”* he answered. ‘We had 
time to eed three or four more innings, but 
Burdock knew our sluggers, Richardson, Ewing, 
and Ward, were due at the bat in the ninth in- 
ning, and asthe two last bad been hitting the 
ball hard it was dangerous to allow the game to 
proceed,”

THE REPORT OF THE UNITED 
STATES COMMISSIONER. 
SCHOOL ATTENDANCE IN THE SOQTH— 

HIGHER EDUCATION OF WOMEN+—-THE 

COLLEGES AND SCIENTIFIC SCHOOLS. 

Wasuincton, Aug. 8.—The thirteenth 
annual report of the United States Comumiissioner 
of Education, covering the year 1383, now nearly 
ready for binding in tne Governmens Printing 
Offive, gives, as is usnal in these publications, a 
large amount of information on a variety of 
topics, many of them iateresting to the general 
reader, while especialiy valuable to teachers and 
other professional educators. Itisa volume of 
over 1,100 pages, and comprises three distinct 
parts, the report proper of the Cammissioner and 
anappendix,of which about one-half is devoted to 
statistical tables, covering the whole educational! 
field, public and private. Thgother half of the 
appendix gives a brief account of the education- 
a) affairs of each State and Territory, as gleaned 
from printed reports, beginning with a summary 
of educational statistics anda statement of the 
main features of the school laws, and including, 
among other topics,an account of the school 


systems in all the principal cities, of public high 
schools, academies, colleges, and universities, of 
scienufic and professional schools, reform 
schools, institutions for the deaf anc dumb and 
blind, and for idiots, and the meetings of educa- 
tional associations, State and n ational. 

The report proper of the Commissioner begins 
with a brief account of the work done in the 
office, in addition to the preparation of this vol- 
ume, including, besides a large correspondence, 
the preparation and circulation of a number of 
“ circulars of information” and bulletins. 5 a- 
tistics are then given of the most important 
facts connected with the public schools—first for 
the country in general and then separately for 
each State and Territory. It appears that 
with a totai school population of over 
16,000,000 we had more than 10,000,000 of 
children enrolled in public schools, and 
over 6,000,000 in average daily attendance, under 
about 293,000 teachers, the whole cost of this im- 
mense system amounting to over $91,000,000. 
More than half the number of teachers were 
women, and the proportion ot women to men in 
this field continues to increase. It is encourag- 
ing to learn that there isan upward movement 
in teachers’ salaries, 15 States reporting an in- 
crease in the pay of all their teachers, 4in that 
of men only, and 1 in that of women. 

The statistics of educationin the South show 
that, with a white school population of over 
4,000,000 and a colored of neariy 2,000,000, there 
were more than 2,000,000 white children and 
nearly 803,000 colored attending the public 
schools; the percentage ot enrolment on the 
number of youth of ascbool age ranging from 
36 to 73 for white children, and from 17 to 69 for 
colorea. The increase in the number attending 
school uuring the year in the South has not kept 
pace with the increase in the number of school 

e, but the colored race was far behind the 
white in this respect. Still, the Commissioner 
thinks, there is no cause to be discouraged, for a 
comparison of the statistics of this year with 
those of past years shows a remarkable gain in 
publicschool attendance in the South, as well as in 
the funds expended on public schools, facts 
which correspond to a radical change in the 
sentiments of the people,.who, moreover, show a 
generai disposition to deal impartially with both 
races in the matter ot education. The much 
larger proportion of white children under in- 
struction is accounted for by the poverty and 
irreguiar habits of the colored people, by the 
lack of school buildings for them, and the limit- 
ed supply of teachers; but more especially ny the 
Jack of funds. in connection with this the need 
of the South for aid from the National Treasury 
in order to maintain an efficient echool system 1s 
again urged by the Commissioner. 

"he whole nuinber of colored pupils attending 
public schools in 1 om of the country 
numbered over 834,000. There were also over 
8,000 colored pupils in normal! schools, more than 
6.600 in acadeinics, about 2,300 in colleges, and 
over 800 studying theology, law, and medicines, 

The number of kindergarten in the country 
has increased to 34 and their pupils to nearly 
17,000. The principal growth of these schools is 
in the largest cities, (where also they are most 
needed,) more than one-half of the entire num- 
ber having been started in Boston, New-York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Chicago, and San 
Francisco. Many of these schools are free—sus- 
tained for the benefit of the poorest classes of 
peovle by charitable individuals and associa- 
tions. The report gives an account of work ac- 
complished by several such societies in large 
cities, which will be read with special interest by 
all who appreciate the importance of taking 
care of the children. 

The statistics show about 446,000, or upward of 
half a million of students, pursuing an educa- 
tion above and beyond the elementary schools. 
Of these nearly 300,000 attended academies, pub- 
lic high schools, and other schools, preparatory 
to college and commercial schools; about 50,000 
were in normal schools and departments prepar- 
ing to teach; upward of 93,000 attended collegi- 
ate institutions; nearly 16,000 werein scientific 
schools, and about 23,000 in schools of theology, 
law, and medicine. In all probability the num- 
ber of students engaged in some of what are 
called the * higher branches” would reach fully 
half a million, if we could count the thousands 
scattered throughout the country trom Maine 
to Calitornia who were not reported to the Bu- 
reau of Education—students in schools, perhaps, 
which never heard of that office, or at home in 
connection with the Chautauqua or some other 
gpociety for the promotion of home study, 

Every year shows an increase in the number of 
women attending colleges and other schools 
that maintain high standards. The Commis- 
sioner evidently tavors the coeducational side 
of the controversy, as to whether separate or 
identical provision is best for the two sexes in 
college. le says the West has given new evi- 
deuce of the liberal policy that bas led in the 
past to identical provision for both sexes in the 
leading colleges; that the advocates of equal 
provision in the East have labored witb undi- 
minished ardor to accomplish the desired end, 
but that no change has taken place since the 
last report in the attitude of any of the older 
Eustern colleges with reference to the admission 
of women. Still, the sentiment in favor of 
equal and identical provision for both 
sexes has, the Commissioner states, ** become 
deeper and more extended," and he thinks that 
“this isduo in partto the statements of the 
Presidents of coeducational colleges as to the 
excellent results of the policy, but more to the 
effect produced by the subsequent careers of 
women graduates,who have interested them- 
selves in movements for improving the living 
condition of our communities, for the relief of 
the poor, for the contro! of the lawless, for the 
care and instruction of neglected children, and 
who have brought to the discussion of 
these practical problems the force and 
methods of trained minds.”’ They have also as- 
sociuted themselves together for the purpose of 
assisting young women who are endeavoring to 
secure a collegiate education. The Woman's 
Education Association, Boston, has accom- 
plished a wrens work in extending provision for 
the special training of women and in assisting 
them through undergraduate and post-graduate 
courses. Such assistance, the Commissioner 
says, is one of the most urgent needs of the 
time. As far as reported, about 40,000 young 
women were engaged in collegiate and scientific 
study; of these, upward of 29,000 were in 227 
colleges exclusively for women, (of which 142 
were authorized to confer collegiate degrees.) 
the remainder attended coeducational colleges 
and scientific schools, 

Many persons will take special interest in the 

umeé which follows of the provision made for 
the higher instruction of women in foreign coun- 
tries. Witbout going into particulars, for which 
there is not space here, it may be said that the 
Comnuissioner's report shows an advance in the 
sentiment favoring the higher education of 
women in nearly all the countries reporting. In 
England, where there are a number of excellent 
colleges exclusively for them, they are also ad- 
mitted to London University, Victoria Univer- 
sity, and Roya! University, the latter in Ireland, 
on equal terms with men; some other colleges 
opel oOuly a part of their courses to them, 
while old Cambridge and Oxford have not yet 
advanced from their conservative position of 
exclusion. The University of France opens to 
them all its courses, and the Society for the Pro- 
fessional Instruction of Women in Paris had 585 in 
its four, schools during 1683, The Universities of 
Brussels, Liege, and Ghent are open to women, 
and in Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Finland, Rou- 
mania, and Switzerland a similar iiberal policy is 
pursued. Russia is the only country reporting 
which by law excludes women from university 
courses, and even here some provision bas been 
made for the instruction of girls in literature and 
ecience in a schoul at St. Petersburg, where there 
is also a medica! schoo] for women. 

The report groups in table 9 all colleges 
and universities exclusively for men, and all that 
admit both sexes. This table shows 365 institu- 
tions, with 64,000 students, under 4,000 instruct- 
ors, about half the students being engaged in 
collegiate studies, the other half in preparing for 
them. Among other subjects discussed during 
the year by Presidents and Faculties of colleges, 
the requirements for admission, elective and 
graduate studies, degrees, and athletic sports are 
mentioned. The pian of receiving graduates of 
high schools on their diplomas is gaining ground, 
and uniform requirements for admission have 
been adopted by a number of Eastern colleges, 
including Harvard and Boston Universities, 
and Yale, Trinity, Amherst, and Dartmouth 
Colleges. Original research is becoming 
more generally recognized as a part of 
college work, Harvard and Johns Hopkins 
Universities be ng epoeatly active in this 
field. The study of political science, introduced 
into the University of Michigan in 1881, is now 
also a part of the course in Columbia and Cor-

differpnt religious denominations, the Roman 

Catholic, with 1,000 students, being decidedly 
abead in pointof numbers. Students in law 
numbered’ 3,000; those in medicine, dentistry, 
and pharmacy, 15.v00. 

Among other interesting features of the report 
which can only be referred to here are a sum- 
mary of education in foreign countries, a brief 
history of medical education in the Dnited 

} States, with practical suggestions intended to se- 
cure the clevation of the standard of medica! 
schools, and a compilation of the laws enacted 
by 16 States,3 Territories, the District of Co- 
lumbia, and 13 foreign countries intended to 
secure the attendance of children at school. 
The Commissioner devotes considerable space 
to the subject of technical instruction, quoting 
liberally from a report on that subject of 
the Royal (English) Commissioners, recently 
published, which will be found to be a valuable 
contribution to the discussion of the subject of 
industrial education. The report also treats of 
the education of the blind, the deaf, idiots, and 
orphans; the work of reform schools, education- 
al benefactions, public libraries, the evils of 
over-study, and the necessity for preserving and 
cultivating forests. It concludes with a number 
of recommendations, including one for an in- 
crease in the number of clerks in the office, on the 
ground that its work cannot be properly done 
with the present limited force.

SALE OF A FAMOUS MENAGERIE. 
From the London Standard, July 30. 

A novel spectacle, and one not without 
its pathetic features, was presentea yesterday on 
Kensington Fields, Liverpool, when the famous 
Wombwell's Menagerie passed under the ham- 
mer of the auctioneer. The menagerie was 
founded in 1805,and has been continued ever 


since, with a prestige and success to which well- 
nigh every town and villageinthe three king- 
doms can testify. The event, unique and im- 
portant as it was, drew together a highly char- 
acteristic audience. Menagerie proprietors and 
dealers in wild animals, agents for zoological 
collections, and circus managers assembied in 
considerable numbers to witness the dispersal of 
an establishment which claims to be the oldest 
one of the kind inthe world. The first score or 
so ot “ lots” were smal! animals, which found a 
rapid sale at good prices, and the numerous col- 
lections of birds followed. The proceedings 
assumed greater interest when the larger 
animals Were reached, and especially when 
the handsome African elephant Emperor 
was put up for competition. He is said to be 
two inches less in stature than Jumbo, which, of 
course, militated against him. He was knocked 
down for the low price of £100 to Mr. George 
Sanger, who has certainly secured a bargain. 
Immediately afterward came the feature of the 
day—the sale of the lions and lionesses. The

BEETHOVEN'S AND SOHUBERT'S RE- 
MAINS. 

Vienna Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 

Last night the Vienna Municipality 
passed a measure of paramount interest to the 
whole musicai world. The remainsof Beethoven 
and Schubert are to be transferred from the 
burial ground of Waehring. one of the suburbs 
of Vienna, to the Central Fnedhof,a large new 
cemetery just outside the town, where ground 
has been specially reserved for the interment of 


great men. This tardy tribute of honor to two 
great heroes of music will relieve many peoples’ 
minds, tor it has long been a source of amaze- 
ment to those who have visited the graves at 
Waebring that such meagre sepulchres should 
mark the last resting place of such men. Theold 
graveyard of Waehring bas been closed for the 
Jast seven years,and as | saw it this morning 
it looked dirty and neglected beyond description. 
The tomb of Beethoven was erected four years 
azo; until then his remains had been left where 
they were deposited atter his death,a common 
stone slab alone indicating the spot where they 
jay. This slab has been replaced by something 
better, and when the change was made his ashes 
were put into a metal coffin. The grave is now 
surrounded by a low iron railing, and at the foot 
stands a stone slab, pyramid-shaped, bearing 
for all inscription the name of Beethoven 
in large, gilt letters. It is, however, still 
ot modest appearance, and no. stranger 
would think of looking there tor the 
burial piace of Ludwig van Beethoven. The 
tumb of Schubert is more pretentious, but, if 
possible, less imposing and altogether unworthy 
of the great genius whose remains lie beneath. 
A bronze bust reproducing the features of the 
immortal! tone-poet is placed at the upper ex- 
tremity; but though we know Schubert was 
not of prepossessing appearance yet the metal- 
lic work of art I saw this morning lacks that ex- 
pression so admirably rendered in a portrait 
taken from lite, which hangs, if I mistake 1 ot, 
in the reception hall of the Vienna Conserva- 
toire. On the stone pediment behind the bust 
is the following inscription: ** Musical art has 
buried here a rich possession, but still brighter 
hopes.”” Surely the memory of Franz Schubert 
might have inspired a nobler epitaph than that.

THE STARVING INDIANS. 
Brom the Virginia (Nev.) Enterprise, Aug. 1. 
The starving to death of the Blackfeet 
Indians is a disgrace to the United States Govern- 
ment. Someof its agents evidently need hang- 
ing for murder of the worst kind. The Rev. 
Father Prando, who has just left the dying rem- 


nant of Indians, says that he could not bear to 
hear the incessant cry of the famishing children 
for food which he had not the power to supply, 
nortosee the agonizing tears of the mother 
whose babe is dying for want of nourishment. 
Starvation has done its deadly work among the 
children, weak women, and decrepit men. The 
tongue of Father Prando grows painfully elo- 
quent when he says: “ We [meaning the Govern- 
ment} pen up these helpless Indians on gam-less 
reservations and bid them live upon their arid 

- plains, whose boundaries they are forbidden to 
cross, thus prohibiting them from exercising 
that boly law of nature, self-preservation.” The 
Montana papers say it is generally believed that 
the Government furnished sufficient supplies, if 
properly delivered, to support the Blackfeet that 
arenow dying and famishing for food. The 
Helena Herald says: “Such a dire necessity 
should not come upon dumb brutes, and when 
it does exist among human beings within the 
reach of a civilized community the remedy 
should beas prompt andas effective as the ex- 
igency demands. It-is by somebody’s fault that 
these poor creatures are negiected and leit to 
die from starvation. The very thought that 
such a state Of things exists amonez the poor In- 
dians of the mountains and in the Territory is re- 
volting to all our natural impuises. As there is 
a just God, may we not expecta retribution for 
the fearful sin of turning a deaf+ear to the piti- 
ful ery for bread ?” 
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PRUSSIC ACID INSTEAD OF THE GUILLO- 
TINE.

We do not suppose it wiil come to any- 
thing, but one cannot help being interested in a 
bill which has just been introduced into the 
Fiench Senate for replacing the guillotine by 
prussic acid. The guillotine is probably more 


expeditious than the gallows; but according to 
M. Charton, the author of the bill, the head lives 
for a short space of time after its severance 
from the body, and in any case an execution in 
France isa very ghastly spectacle. . Charton 
does not bind himseif to prussic acid, and sug- 
gests the discharge of a powerful electric bat- 
tery asan alternative. It certainly is time that 
the resources of science were brought to bear on 
capital punishment, and the French, if any peo- 
ple, with their “accessibility to ideas,” might 
show the way.

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WHAT HE SAW IN MEXICO 


——__@———_——_ 
INTERIOR TOWNS DESCRIBED BY 
A VISITOR. 
GUADALAJARA, ITS THEATRE, ITS CATHE- 
DRAL, ITS BATHS, AND ITS PLAZA— 
SOME AMUSING INCIDENTS. 

Mr. Hugh R. Willson, formerly Assistant 
United States District Attorney, returned a 
short time ago from a trip to Mexico, whither 
he went to examine the titles to certain proper- 
ties in which he is interested. He gave the fol- 
lowing account of his trip a few days ago: **Our 
starting point was El Paso, Texas—that is, our 
starting point to go into Mexico, There we took 
the Mexican Central Railway, and the next day 
we arrived at the city of Chihuahua, and there 
we pitched upon the solution of a question which 
bad arisen in our minds during the day’s jour- 
ney. Atevery city of any size the railway sta- 
tion was a mile or more from the town, aud we 
wondered why it was so. We concluded the 
Mexicans were no fools when we found that 
there was a tramway running from each of these 
stations into the city, and that this tramway 
wasa source of considerable revenue, From 
Chihuahua we journeyed down to Zacatelas, 
which is a well-known mining town. It is 
wholly sus ained by the mining camps,which you 
will see all around it as you pass. Thence we 
went to Agus Calinientes, the hot springs of 
Mexico. The natives say that they have fine 
medicinal properties. The town is in a valley, in 
the midst of a beautiful agricultural country. 
Finally, we reached the end of our railway jour- 
ney at Lagos. At the station we got into what 
they said was acarriage, drawn by mules, and 
rode to the hotel. There our first move was to 
secure the boleto, or ticket, for the stage from 
Lagos to Guadalajara. The hotel, by the way, is 
a fine house. It is a one-story adobe—built of 
mud, you know. There is a court inside, upon 
which the windows cf the rooms look out. The 
rooms are large and have high ceilings, but the 
windows are barred, and that makes the place 


look like a jail. My companion looked around 
eadly when we entered and said: 

* T say, Hugh, how long are we in for?” 

The doors of most of the rooms are made 
of iron and have enormous locks. Why, the 
keys are over six inches long and weigh fully 
two pounds. You get a tallow dip and what 
they call a cot. It consists of a board, a mat- 
tress about two inches thick, and a microscopic 
pillow. They wake you up—if you go to sleep— 
at 4:30 A.M. You have the number of your seat 
in the stage, which usually seats nine persons. 
You clamber in and seat yourself on a seat, which 
consists of a leatherstrap, with a thin cushion on 
it. The cushion is used to make the seat harder. 
Old hands carry blankets to sit on. Well, the 
mules are harnessed—eight of them. There are 
two wheelers; then in front of them four, 
abreast, and then two leaders. It is pitch 
dark, of course, but you have a driver 
and a “moser,” the latter carrying a torch. 
The torch consists of a hempen rope, about 
ayard long, soaked in pitch, The boy lights 
this znd swings it around his head. The driver 
says “ P-s-s-s-t, p-s-8-s-t,"" and the mules start. 
After you get out on the road you find out what 
the moser is for. He is thereto keep the mules 
going. He jumps down and gathers a hatful 
of small stones. Then he climbs back and pegs 
them at the mules. He can hit any mule he 
wants in any department he aims for every time. 
i used to applaud his skill at first, but when I 
found he could do it every time I mace up 
my mind he was a _ bore.. Every’ two 
hours you change mules, and then you get 
about 10 minutes’ rest. And you wantit. You 
can't overdraw the wretchedness of the roads. 
They haven't been repaired in 20 years, Why, 
when you strike a hole, which you do ail the 
time, the stage swings over till you think it 1s 
going to upset, but it doesn’t. The road near 
the city is made of cobbiestones as big as your 
head. When you are out a little distance you 
come to fathomless dust, which conceals‘ an oc- 
casional boulder as big as your body. The dust 
ischarming. It isso thick you can't see across 
the stage, and you perspire and it cakeson you 
till you look like a Piute Indian. You feel like 
one,too. You want to whoop and dance around 
and killsome one. Well, the misery closes at 
7:30 P. M., and then you rest till 2:30 A. M., when 
you startagain. You reach Guadalajara at 4 P. 
M. of the second day. 

This is a city of over 100,000 inhabitants, and 
is said to have bad over 150.000 before the 
revolution. lt is remarkable for its beauty, its 
healthfulness, and its delightful air. It is 6,000 
feet above the level of the sea. The hotel is 
munaged by a German, who can talk United 
States and can keep a hotel. It is called the Cos- 
mopolita. It is a two-story building. with the 
sleeping rooms on the second floor. This floor 
has a balcony on the inner court. The balcony 
is surroudded wi.h wget ee of every de- 
scription. Business suspen in Guadalajara 
every day from 12 till 3, not because it is hot, but 
because there isn’t enough business to fill the 
day. The Post Office and telegraph suspend 
too. I was going to say the banks, but 
thereare none. The finest building in the city 
is the cathedral. It is said to be over 200 
years old and to have $70,000,000 deposited 
in the Bank of Engiand. Itis built of stone, 
and was originally ornamented outside with gold, 
though it is now very dingy. There are a num- 
ber of statues on the exterior. Inside itis elab- 
orately frescoed. It has a chime of bells 
brought from Spain over 100 years ago, and 
they are heard every half hour. The next build- 
ing of prominence, and tie one which aston- 
ished and impressed me most, is the Opera House. 
I bardiy know bow to speak of it, because peo- 
ple know so little about Guadalajara that they 
will wonder that this splendid building is not 
known all over the world. I saw it, however, 
and can describe what Isaw. It is an enormous 
structure of stone. The stage is 100 feet wide and 
150 feet deep. It has six tiers of boxes, cach box 
in the tirst four tiers being provided with 
a large anteroom. There are no gal- 
leries. The top of the dome, I was told, con- 
sisted of one massive stone, and it is beau- 
tifully ornamented with a series of fresco 
paintings of scenes from Dante’s “Inferno.” 1 
was told that the house wou/d seat 4,000 people, 
and it looked to me as it it would. It occupies a 
square 200 feet wide by over 300 feet deep, The 
corridors are spacious, und are ornamented with 
massive square stone pillars 6 feet by 4 in thick- 
ness. These are arranged ina circie around the 
corridor, and there are reception roomson either 
side. The tront of the building looks something 
like the Academy of Music, only you see the 
great dome rising above. The house is supported 
by the Government, and there are always sol- 
diers at the doors. If the house was in good re- 
pair and its painting was freshened up it would 
outshine any overa house in this country. 

The municipal buildings are two stories high 
and are simple and severe in style. They were 
recently given the first coat of paint ever put on 
any building in vhe city. The paint was imported 
trom the United States. The principal plaza, or 
square, isa beautiful spot,on which the cathe- 
dral and —. buildings front. Itis filled 
with all kinds of tropical trees and plants, and 
has in the centre a music stand, where the 
band plays every second evening. There are 
plenty of seats and two promenades, The inner 
one is used by the upper classes and the outer by 
the lower. There is no rule or regulation to pre- 
vent the lower classes from entering the inner 
promenade, but tne separation has become a 
custom, and the poorer people never attempt 
to alter it. Every one goes to the plaza in 
the evening, and the result is a brilliant 
scene. The city is supplied with water from 
wells and springs. There isa lake three miles 
away, at an elevation sufficient to send water 
without forcing machinery to. any part of the 
city. The water is excellent, but no one has ever 
thought of supplying the city from that source. 
When the city is lighted tt is lighted by coal oil 
lamps swung in the centre of the streets on wires. 
They are used only in the dark and rainy season. 
There are electric lights in the plaza, but they 
are lighted only when the mint is running, for 
the engine of the mint runsthe dynamos. The 
telephone system is in use and has 150 sub- 
scribers. Tne city has a number of public baths, 
some of which are very luxurious; indeed, they 
would all be considered luxurious here. They 
are all fed by springs. One of them which I vis- 
ited has a swimming tank 50 feet long by 20 feet 
wide. 1t has a gravel bottom and water four feet 
deep, which is running all the time. There 
is also a shower bath. Each bather gets 
half a dozen towels, one of which is a great 
Turkish affair, as larwe as a bed sheet, for him to 
wrap himself up in when he comes out. At an- 
other of these baths the large tank is surrounded 
by a luxuriant display of flowers. There are no 
bath tubs in these places. Each of the bath- 
roums has a tank about 18 feet by 10. One 
of the baths is reserved fur the Governor 
of tho State and another for the Bishop. 
Guadalajara is the Mexican Boston. It is 
the seat of learning, and all the poets, his- 
torians, and_ philosophers live there. It was 
formerly the headquarters of the revolutionists, 
because before the building of railways in Mex- 
ico it took_two weeks to go from the city of 
Mexico to Guadalajara, and the revolutionists 
could mature their plans without fear that the 
ae — reach the seat of government very 
speedily. 

Some of the customs of the country amused 
me vastly. ‘Chey always raise the price in Mex- 
ico when you want anything in large quantities. 
The Mexican Centra! Koad wanted a quantity of 
ties, and the contractors went to a Mexican and 
ordered 10,000 from him on trial. The ties were 
found to be suitable, and then they ordered 
100,000. Then the man doubled the price. They 
tried to argue the matter with him, but he said 
thatif they wanted so much more work of him 
they must pay more. Another funny incident, 
which was related to me by oné of the partiés 
concerned in it, was about a Judge. His signa- 
ture was wanted on a certain paper. In the ordi- 
nary course of law six months would have 
elapsea before he signed the eyed A great 
deal of money was involved in the matter, so the 
interested persons went to the Judge and made 
him a proposition. 

“If you will sign this paper at once,” said 
they, * wo'll give you £5,000, and nota living soul 
shell ever know it.”

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST DROWNING. 
From the London Daily News. 

The drowning season has unhappily set 
in with rather more than its usual number of 
fatalities, though, according to the Lancet, there 
is really no good reason why it should set in at 
all. A little timely precaution, we are assured, 


might save every one of the lives annually lost 
by drowning. This, no doubt, is somewhat too 
sweeping an assertion. The only precaution 
conceivable for the prevention of all causes of 
drowning at this time of the year, or at any 
other time for that matter, would be to keep 
quite clear of the water, and that can hardly be 
considered practicable or desirable even for the 
security of a good many lives. But no doubt 
a great want of intelligence and a very 
censurable degree of recklessness are displayed 
in the boating and bathing that are now at their 
Summer height. There are certain very simple 
hygienic rules which ought to be known and ob- 
served by all bathers, and with regard to boating, 
as a rule, met | should venture on the water 
in the ordinary light rowing boats without first 
learning toswim. This seems almost too obvi- 
ous to be worth saying, but it is astonishing how 
thoughtlessly thousands commit themselves to 
the frailest craft with only the remotest chance 
of saving their lives should they be upset. A 
good many accidents have occurred al- 
ready this season, It is pleasant to be able 
to contemplate in connection with them one 
or two feats of exceptional gallantry. The 
constable of the bathing place of Exeter is said 
to have saved 200 persons from drpwning during 
the past 14 years,and seems to have exhausted 
the ordinary modes of conferring bonor by tes- 
timonials, medals, and so forth. His last rescue, 
if report may be relied upon, was of an excep- 
tionally striking character. The paddler of a ca- 
noe got sucked under a fender into a swift 
stream which has a dark passage of some 200 
yards under a road. Into this gruesome gloom 
the constable paged after him, and after a se- 
vere grapple witb the drowning man he collared 
bim satisfactorily and swam through the tunnel 
with him. It the achevements of this ofticer—

erated it is to be huped that the good people of 

xeter may hit on some method of evincing 
their sense of his pluck and usefulness in a man- 
ner as remarkable as his services. 
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FIGHTING AT THE GALLOWS. 
Vienna Dispatch to the London Standard. 

A ghastly scene occurred to-day within 
the prison at Stein. This morning a convict 
named Ferdinand Baumgartner, who several 
months ago murdered a prison warder, was to be 
hanged for the crime in the courtyard of the 
prison. The spectators who had assembled to 


witness the execution included about 70 persons, 
in addition toa company of infantry specially 
detailed to preserve order. The convict, who was 
brought from his cell at 7 o'clock, turned 
a savage glare on the assembled per- 
sons as he walked past with firm step 
to the gallows. Arrived there, the exe- 
cutioner’s assistants approfiched for the pur- 
pose of binding hisarms. Muttering an impre- 
cation, he dashed the first assistant down and be- 
gan fighting with the-second and third. The 
strugele between the convict, who raved like a 
wild beast, and the executioner’s men went on 
for several minutes before the soldiers were or- 
dered to intervene. They soon overpowered 
Baumgartner, and the executioner now threw 
the rope round his neck. Another terrible 
struggle then ensued. Baumgartner, who caught 
the cord with his teeth, kept bis mouth 
shut, and held the rope with such force 
that the assistants were unable for some 
time to wrench it from him. Even after they 
had first secured the rope the convict seized it 
again with his bound hands, and, uttering loud 
oaths, defied them to carry out the sentence.

CONSOLATION FOR WNEW- | 
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COLLISION BETWEEN IRON-CLADS. 


From the London Daily News, July 25. 

Further particulars of the collision which 
took place off Bantry Bay between two ships of 
the reserve squadron show that the Valiant had 
a narrow escs.pe trom foundering. The squadron 
left Blacksod Bay on the 17th inst.,and next 
morning the ships separated for target practice 
and rejoined toward noon. The afternoon was 
devoted to steam tactics. When these were coni- 


pleted the Hp ay ape remained in three divisions, 
and about 8 in the evening the Admiral made the 
sixnal for the ships to get into two divisions, this 
being the normal formation. This order necessi- 
tated the Shannon and Defence, which consti- 
tuted the third division, decreasing their speed, 
so as to drop astern and get to their former 
stations, the formerastern of the Lord War- 
den and the latter astern of the Valiant. 
Instead of doing this the Defence put her helm 
to starboard with too much weigh on, which 
brou‘rht 2er bows on the Valiant. The officer of 
the watch of the latter vessel, seeing that a col- 
lision was inevitable, gave the order to star- 
board that ship's helm, which, instead of bring- 
ing the Valiant broadside on to the Defence's 
ram, as would have been the case had the former 
ship continued on her course, brought the two 
ships almost broadside on, 80 that the Defence's 
bow only struck the Valiant at an oblique angle. 
To the coolness of Lieut. Daubeny, the officer 
of the watch of the Valiant, was  un- 
doubtedly due the avoiding of a_ terrible 
catastrophe, as had he Jost his head, or 
even continued on his course, the Defence 
would have rammed the Valiant in her engine- 
room compartment. The rush of water would 
undoubtedly have extinguished the fires, ana be- 
fore the yn wy doors could have been closed 
the ship would have been beyond saving. The 
damages received by both ships are serious. The 
Defence has a _ hole in her ram 11 feet long, and 
is making 4 inches of water an hour in her fore- 
most compartment. She has also had her stem 
twisted and several of the plates about her bow 
started, and besides this she has lost her jibboom 
and her topgallantmast. The Valiant has re- 
ceived a severe dent in her side, has had several of 
the plates and bolts started, and the whole of her 
bulwarks from the fore bridge aft carried away. 
In addition to this, the Defence's jibboom lifted 
her Nordenfelt from out of its carriage off the 
fore bridge. She also bad her accommodation 
ladder and one of her cutters carried away. Im- 
mediately after the collision the Defence dropped 
a long way astern, but the remainder of the 
squadron proceeded on their cruise with the ex- 
ception of the Repulse, whieh tor some time 
stood by the Defence until signaled to resume 
her place in the squadron, and to send mm reasons 
in writing tor being out of station. As the 
Defence was at the time employed in getting out 
a collision mat to stop the leak in her bows, the 
anxiety of the Repulse to ramain with her can 
be easily understood, although it may not have 
been in “ accordance with the regulations.”

FATAL ACCIDENT MONT BLANC. 
Geneva Letter to the London Times. 

The victim of the fatal accident which 
occurred the other day on the Italian side of 
Mont Blanc was M. H. Guttinger, who, though a 
native of Zurich, had been a citizen of Geneva 
for many years. Despite his age, 69 years, M. 
Guttinger was one of the most active members 
of the Geneva section of the Swiss Alpine Club. 


He had made many ascents, knew the Alps well, 
and was a boid and experienced mountaineer. 
Very nearly three weeks ugo he left Geneva 
with a friend for the purpose of exploring the 
Graian Alps. After doing the Grand Combin, the 
Grivola, and the Grand, Paradis, they separated, 
M. Guttinger going to Courniayeur, where he 
expected to meet another member of the Alpine 
Club, and with him make the ascent. of the Grand 
Jorasse. But the quarantine established by the 
Italian Government, even as far as the snows of 
Mont Blanc, prevented bis friend from keeping 
the tryst, and so, it may be, saved his life—the 
only good, probably, the quarantine has vet ef- 
tected. After waiting at Courmayeur until July 
ll, M. Guttinger set out on the morning of that 
day with two guides, one of whom was the well- 
known Juhen Proment, on the proposed excur- 
sion. Theirintention was to pass the night in 
the cabin recently buiit by the Aosta sectihn of 
the Italian Alpine Club. At 4 in the afternoon, 
the party being already in view of the cabin, an 
ominous roll on the heights above warned them 
of the approach of an avalanche of stones. 
The guides had _ barely time to place 
M. Guttinger behind a rock and _ them- 
selves where they thought they would be safest, 
when the cannonade began. s soon as it was 
over they returned to M. Guttinger. He had 
been struck by the avalanche, and they found 
him lying on the ground sorely hurt. One of his 
feet was almost cut off, and he was badly wound- 
ed about the neck and face. One of the guides 
started on the instant to Courmayeur for help, 
while the other remained with the wounded 
man. The messenger, though he made all haste, 
did not reach Courmayeur until nightfall, but 
in spite of the lateness of the hour, M. Bochalez, 
of the Mont Blane Hotel, immediately organ- 
ized a caravan of guides and porters, furnished 
with all needful appliances. After a long waik 
in the dark they arrived shortly after daybreak 
on the scene of the disaster. But poor M. Gut- 
tinger was no more; he had died before they left 
Courmayeur, and all the men could do was to 
carry down his body to the foot of the mountain. 
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RUSSIA'S MERCANTILE MARINE.

Thanks to such support 
the company has been able to add during the 
last few years half a dozen ocean liners to its 
fleet, which, with the similar vessels of the Mos- 
cow Cruiser Fleet, render Russia well equipped 
with transports. But, apart from this, the aspect 
is very encouraging in the Euxine. The Rodo- 
kanaki and several! other companies commenced 
running large vessels between the various Rus- 
sian ports without any State aid, and their suc- 
cess indicates that,even when handicapped by 
subsidized rivals at home and cheap shipping 
abroad, elements of growth exist for a Kussian 
mercantile marine in the Black Sea.

As stated in frevious articles, a thousand 
bushels of pea pods can be grown to the acre. 
All forms, in short, of vegetable growth are so 
developed as todo away with fungus, deadliest 
enemy of plant life, securing root, stalk, bud, 
blossom, and truit in completest perfection. 
This is done by hanging up On our hillsidesin a 
succession of trenches, deep dug into the hard 
pan, aggregations of water to be held in reserve 
till they find their way by the laws of gravity, in 
even and uniform currents of subterranean flow 
to the streams in the valleys, securing such per- 
fection of irrigation in their track as to give to 
plant life inspiration such as has never before 
been so much as approximated.” 

DEAD CATS AND DOGS IN THE THAMES.

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SUING DELINQUENT OFFICERS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Tho Solicitor of the 
Treasury has prepared for the Attorney-General 
statements exhibiting the results of suits against 
delinquent officers of the Government in the fiscal 
years 1880, 1881, 1882, and 1883. During the fiscal year 
of 1880 107 suits were brought, involving $328,719; 
judgments were obtained during the same period for 
$138,174; the collections amounted to $108,780. Dure 


ing the fiscal year 1581 126 suits were brought 
involving $29,278; judgments were obtained 
for $171,781, and the collections were $2,- 
801. During the fiscal yeur 1882 76 suits 
were brought, involving $416,169; judgments were ob- 
tained for $245,950, and the collections were $97,028. 
During the fiscal year 1883 112 suits were brought, in- 
volving $497,083; judgments were obtained for $112,727, 
and the callections were $51,264. The principal delin- 
quency is shown in the accounts of Indian Agents, 
which may, the Solicitor says, to a large extent in some 
cases constitute an apparent indebtedness only. 
During the years named, the accounting officers 
have from time to time informed the Solicitor 
of reductions in balances stated for suits 
to the amount of $247,438. These reductions have oc- 
curred throu,zh the allowances of suspended vouchers 
or upon the production of the formal evidence of dis- 
bursement. A greatamountstill remains against this 
class of officers, because of irregular or uniawfu! pay- 
ments, which the courts frejuently are inclined to 
allow us credits in contested cases. This will in a 
great meusure account forthe very great dispropor- 
tion between the amounts sued for and the amount in 
judgment as reulized in the suits.

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CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CuHIcAGo, Aug. 8.—The leading produce mar 
kets were moderately active to-day and averaged 
weaker. The promise of warm weather tended to de- 
press Grain, especially as the export movement was far 
from being a vigorous one, in the minds of operators, 
and Provisions declined in sympathy. Provisions were 


again very quiet and weaker. There were apparently 
no outside orders, and jocal operators were disinclined 
to trade. The course of prices wus probably deter- 
mined by the Wheat market, as Liverpool was quoted 
ls. higher on Meats and the local Hog market was 
tirm. The only sale of Pork noticed was at $19 
for October, which was 25c. higher, and September 
was quoted 25c.@50c. higher, at $19 50 bid. Other de- 
liveries were nominally unchanged at $24 for August 
and $12 25 for the year. Lard declined 10c., to 7 46 
bid for September, with October at 10c. premium and 
August at 5c discount. Ribs for September declined 
l5e. to $8 75 asked at the close, with October at 
2'gc. discount, and August nominally a shade be- 
low the price for next month. The reported 
shipments of product were large, with only moderate 
receipts, and to-day’s shipping demand was very quiet. 
Flour was quiet and unchanged. There was a little 
more doing on loca! account, and very little inquiry for 
export. The coarse millstutfs were again dull. Wheat 
wus rather more active, and again weak. It declined 
ye., to 80kKgc. for September, and closed at 805¢c., 
with October at lic. premium and August at 
lie. discount. November was quiet at i1c@ 
luc. over October. Cash No. 2 Spring sold 
at 79%{c.@80l¢c., and the lower grades were neglected. 
Tne British markets were called very heavy. with fine 
weather, and New-York wus quoted weak, while our 
receipts were large in spite of some aileged holding 
back owing to railroad accidents. Selling orders on 
futures were hereon account of parties in England, 
New-York, and S8t. Louis, while local bears 
were thereby encouraged to operate, the re- 
sult being 4 decline to 81%c., In spite of some 
vigorous efforts to stem the tide. Then New- 
York was reported stronger, probably on the 
report of export buying there, and our market ad- 
vunced kyc., but fell back onthe report that Winter 
Flour was very heavy in St. Louis, some lots being of- 
fered at $4 4244 without buyers.

THE BUTLER SIDE SHOW. 


The appearance of Gen. BUTLER as a 
disturbing element in national politics is 
not unexpected. Ever since the good man 
passed his word to support the candidate 
of the Democratic Convention as a condi- 
tion to being admitted to partake of the de- 
liberations of that body and to commend 
his own boom to the delegates, it has been 
reasonably expected that he did not mean 
to do anything of thesort. But although 
not unexpected, his appearance as a can- 
didate calls for explanation. He is a 
shrewd old sinner, and he knows very well 
two things that have an obvious bearing 
upon his candidacy. One is that he has 
no more chance of being elected President 
of the United States than he has of being 
chosen Pope of Rome. The other is that 
to make a serious canvass for the Presi- 
dency costs money. 

If BUTLER has or can command money 
enough for this purpose it is highly un- 
likely that he would be willing to throw 
it away. Love of money is not, perhaps, 
the most conspicuous trait in his charac- 
ter. The most conspicuous trait in his 
character is a determined opposition to 
whatever things are pure and honest and 
lovely and of good report, and to what- 
ever people represent those things. In 
Massachusetts, where his acquaintance is 
most extensive, everybody who is widely 
known as a respectable person is known to 
have BUTLER for a yersonal enemy. The 
chief ehd of BUTLER is to mortify and an- 
noy these persons. He did this very 
effectually when he became Governor of 
Massachusetts. In no way could he do 
it more effectually again than by becom- 
ing Governor of Massachusetts for a sec- 
ond term. Senator Hoar, who is one of his 
favorite enemies, carried his opposition to 
BUTLER so far as to absent himself from 
adinner of the Harvard Alumni which 
BUTLER threatened to attend in his official 
capacity as Governor. That was a great 
moment for BUTLER. Senator Hoar is now 
out for BLAINE, and his relations with 
Harvard, as aseat of learning where un- 
dergraduates are supposed to learn some 
notions of honor, have been sorely strained 
by his own action and by his own justi- 
fication of that action. That Senator 
Hoar does not in this matter represent 
the decency of Massachusetts is well 
enough shown by the fact that the man 
whose mission in life it is to insult and 
humiliate the decency of Massachusetts 
has fulfilled his mission by undertaking a 
candidacy in the interest of Senator 
Hoar’s candidate, Mr. BLaIne. Painful 
as it must be to BUTLER to give any aid 
and comfort to Senator Hoar, it is less 
painful than to give aid and comfort to 
the respectable element in Massachusetts 
politics which Senator Hoar has hereto- 
fore been supposed to represent. The ap- 
pearance of BUTLER as an advocate and 
helper of BLAINE is an authoritative as- 
surance that the decent people of Massa- 
chusetts are for CLEVELAND, and that 
BoTLeR considers that he cannot annoy 
them so much in any other way as by 
promoting the election of BLAINE. 


At the same time, as we have intimated, 
this object is not so dear as to blind Bout- 
LER to the fact that running for the Presi- 
dency costs money. In order to make a 
serious canvass he must spend a good deal 
of money. His special constituents, the 
Greenbackers, the Anti-Monopolists, and 
the Labor Reformers, are men who have 
not much money to disburse for such pur- 
poses. In fact, the grievance which ac- 
counts for their political position is that 
they have less than their share of the 
amount of money in the country. The 
mere announcement of his willingness to 
accept the Presidency will not procure 
him the votes of all the Adullamites 
in the country. There must be news- 
papers and orators, not to mention other 
sources of expense, to explain to those 
that are in debt and those who are dis- 
contented how bitterly BUTLER hates the 
prosperous and the happy classes, and 
what anguish he has inflicted upon them 
in his own Massachusetts. Thus far but 
one newspaper in this State appears to be 
for BUTLER, and no orator at all, except 
BuTLer himself, can be relied upon gratui- 
tously to exercise his silver or his green- 
back tones in BUTLER’s behalf. The ques- 
tion where the money is coming from 
that is to maintain the Butler side show 
to the Blaine circus admits of but one 
answer. The money is coming from the 
same sources which supply the circus, 
from the contractors and the job- 
bers and the holders of disputed land 
grants and the expectants of profitable 
subsidies—from eminent Anti-Monopolists 
like GovuLp and Sacre and FIELD and 
Dorsry and Brapy and ELKIns. Thesub- 
scriptions of these persons to the Blaine 
canvass have been likened to the “ prim- 
ing” of a pump, and the expenses of the 
Butler canvass are part of the priming of 
the Blaine pump. 

Anybody who considers the trouble and 
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expense of managing a national canvass 
will find no difficulty jn explaining why 
BUTLER has waited a month before bolt- 
ing the nomination which he expressly 
pledged himself to support, or in under- 
standing that the arrangements for which 
he was waiting are now completed. 


EIGHT YEARS AGO. 


The Utica Herald says that “eight 
years ago,when these letters [the Mulligan 
letters] were first made public, THz Tres 
joined with other Republican papers in 
declaring that they absolved Mr. BLAINE 
from the charges which it was attempted 
to establish by them.” 

Our Utica contemporary is profoundly 
mistakeg. We presume it has been mis- 
led by hastily accepting, without veri- 
fication, the statements of certain news- 
papers which seem to think that the sure 
way to elect BLAINE is to abuse and mis- 
represent THE NEw-YorK TIMES. 

We will show what THE Times thought 
of the Mulligan letters at the time of 
their publication by a few extracts from 
its editorial columns. Mr. BLAINE’s “‘ per- 
sonal statement” was made in the ‘House 
of Representatives on June 5, ‘1876. In 
making the statement he read fifteen let- 
ters. But for some reason which we have 
never fully understood only nine of the let- 
ters were sent outin the press reports from 
Washington that night. On this imper- 
fect report of the day’s proceedings in the 
House THE Times made the following 


comments: 

“Mr. BLAINE’s, statement will be welcomed 
with as much satisfaction by Republicans 
throughout the country as it was by members of 
his own party in the House. It disposes at least 
of various damaging inferences which the letters 
were believed to sustain, and it relieves from the 
charge of dishonorable or underhand dealing the 
reputation of a man who has exercised too 
much influence within the Republican ranks to 
make it possible for his party to be indifferent 
to the judgment passed upon him. But thestrong 
revulsion of popular teeling in Mr. BLAINE’s 
favor which will be effected by yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings in the House will be modified by the 
reflection that the main question of his availa- 
bility as a Presidential candidate remains pretty 
much where it was. The letters asnow pub- 
lished fail to connect Mr. BLAINE with the sale 
to the Union Pacific Company of the seventy-five 
bonds of the Little Rock and Fort Smith Rail- 
road, but thev leave untouched the fact 
of his dealings in those bonds, and they cast 
some new light upon his connection with the 
Northern Pacific speculation. They show fur- 
ther that before entering Congress he received a 
fee for securing recognition for the Spencer 
rifle from the War Department, and that while 
in Congress he was the holder of $10,000 worth of 
stock of the company which owned that rifie 
patent. Mr. BLAINE may have taken large or 
small ‘flyers’ in risky railroad securities, and 
may have been interested in small arms 
which depended for profitable disposal on 
official recommendation, as on the rifle 
sales to the French Government, and yet 
he may have dono nothing which can strictly 
be termed dishonorable. * * * Mr. BLAINE 
was certainly not particularly sensitive to the 
danger of having his judgment as a legislator 
warped by his interests as a speculator, and in 
this respect he was probably neither better nor 
worse than the majority of the men who sat in 
Congress at any time during the last ten years. 
But the people do not want as President, and the 
Republican Party cannot afford to take up 
as a candidate, a man who on the nicer 
questions of legislative morality simply went with 
the crowd. Let Mr. BLAINE’s transactions 
in railroad stocks be ever so free from jobbery, 
they have confessedly been of a kind which needs 
considerable explanation and demands continu- 
ous defense. A Presidential campaign in which 
the Republican Party would be incessantly called 
on to act onthe defensive in regard to the char- 
acter of its candidate is a contingency which 
will commend itself as little to the ordinary politi- 
cian as to those members of the party who simply 
act from a disinterested altachment to its princi- 
ples.”’ 

On the following day the other six let- 
ters read by Mr. BLAINE were sent out 
from Washington and were published in 
THE Times of June 7. Among these letters 
was that one in which Mr. BLAINE says to 
WARREN FIsHER: “‘I do not feel that I 
shall prove a déadhead in the enterprise if 
I once embark in it. I see various chan- 
nels in which I know I can be useful;” and 
the two letters of Oct. 4, in which he calls 
attention to his ruling as Speaker, were 
also included in this second installment of 
the correspondence. It will be seen that 
THE TIMES’s comments of June 6, severe 
as they were upon Mr. BLAINE, were made 
without knowledge of the most damaging 
of the Mulligan letters. On June 7, with 
all the letters at hand, THz Times pub- 
lished an editorial article, from which we 
make the following extracts: 

‘* Whoever is responsible for sending the Blaine 
correspondence in driblets to the press,‘and for 
studiously mixing up the letters so as to prevent 
people from at once perceiving the plain story 
which they tell, has done Mr. BLAINE a very 
questionable service. Such tactics can only lead 
to the conclusion that Mr. BLAINe’s ‘ defense,’ 
in addition to being imperfect, is also disin- 
genuous. The shallow cunning of the low- 
est order of politicians could not be employed 
more disastrously than in the attempt to mislead 
the moral sense of the people on a question of 
such vital importance as the character of a man 
who aspires to become the President of the 
United States. Now that all the letters have at 
length been published, they can be very briefly 
disposed of. There is no necessity to go into 
their bearing upon transactions between Mr. 
BLAINE and certain railroad speculators which 
have not yet been fully elucidated. Four of the 
letters contain evidence enough out of Mr. 
BLAINE’s Own mouth to prove that he is not a 
fit person to become the Presidential candidate 
of the Republican Party, and that is, after all, 
the one point in regard to Mr. BLAINE on which 
an immediate decision is necessary. * * * As 
ifto leave no doubt of his perfect readiness to 
use his position as Speaker for his personal ends, 
we havetwo remarkable letters from Mr. BLAINE 
cated Oct. 4, 1869. * * * If these simple facts, 
furnished by Mr. BLAINE himself, are not suf- 
ficient to show that he is unfit to be nominated 
by a party whose candidate must, to a great ex- 
tent, be its platform, then we entirely misappre- 
hend the present temper of the public mind of 
this Union.” 

If any of the Blaine organs can get any 
comfort out of these observations they 
are entirely welcome to it. Eight years 
ago THE NEw-YorkK TimEs, like several 
other newspapers which have now suc- 
cumbed to the magnetism of the be- 
smirched candidate, believed and said 
that Mr. BLAINE was corrupt and unfit fo 
be President of the United States. And 


it believes and says so now. 


AN ENCOURAGING PRECEDENT.” 

During the first session of the Forty- 
seventh Congress the House, controlled by 
KeEIFrer and his lieutenants, seemed to 
have lost the power to distinguish right 
from wrong. It sneered at all reforms. 
It indulged in unprecedented e¢xtrava- 
gance. The Republican Party as repre- 
sented at the capital seemed to have lost 
its moral sense. Its leaders there made 
shameful political bargains, In prepar- 
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ing for the campaign of 1882 they 
openly and coarsely adopted methods 
which had been almost universally con- 
demned either by statute or by opinion. 
They expressed emphatically their con- 
tempt for ‘‘the better class of Repub- 
licans.” 

How many were there in the party who 
foresaw the tidal wave that engulfed these 
blind politicians? There were Republicans 
in Washington who could not support 
their party in its course, but they were 
without hope. They did not expect that 
the masses of the party would rebuke its 
representatives as they did in November, 
They lost faith in the sober second thought, 
and in the honesty, of Republican voters, 
and believed that Kertrer and his allies 
would not be repudiated. 

When the November returns came in, 
the faith which they had lost was restored. 
They saw that the people could be trusted. 
ROBESON, PaGE, HAZELTON, BuRROWS, 
and scores of their associates had been 
swept away by the flood, and KEIFrer had 
been saved only ‘“‘by the skin of his 
teeth,” to be preserved as a shocking 
example of Congressional degradation. 
And now KEIFER himself is repudiated 
by the Republicans of his district. 

This year the jobbers, assisted by hun- 
dreds of thousands of honest Republicans, 
who have been blinded and misled, have 
nominated for the office of President a 
man for whom thousands of honest Re- 
publicans cannot vote, because they know 
him to be unfit for the place. Men who 
were without hope in 1882 have now 
more confidence and more courage. They 
have an opportunity to labor effectively 
in support of their principles, and the 
result, we think, will give them great 
satisfaction. 


BARRING OUT THE RAGS. 


At last the Secretary of the Treasury 
has decided that for the present at least 
cargoes of filthy foreign rags must not be 
landed at this port. The Collector has 
been instructed to allow no rags to be im- 
ported ‘‘ unless positive proof is produced 
that they come from non-infected ports 
and are in themselves entirely free from 
infection.” Itis probable that the Secre- 
tary has been guided by the advice of the 
Surgeon-General of the Marine Hospital 
Service, who holds that the importation of 
rags should be forbidden, because rags 
‘are the companions of filth and disease, 
no matter from what quarter of the world 
they come, and so are always liable to 
convey disease.” This is a sound opinion, 
and it was undoubtedly formed after a 
careful examination of the subject had 
been made. 


It will be much easier to prove, in some 
cases, that cargoes were shipped from 
non-infected ports than it will be to pro- 
duce positive proof that the rags them- 
selves are entirely free from infection. 
The rags which are gathered for the use of 
American manufacturers after the filthy 
and diseased inhabitants of Egypt and the 
Mediterranean ports can no longer use 
them are packed in large bales. They are 
sometimes shipped at ports far distant 
from the’ places where they were origi- 
nally found. How can an importer of this 
stuff prove that every scrap in a bale is 
entirely free from infection? It will be 
as difficult to prove this as it is to 
fumigate or disinfect a bale that is 
supposed to require disinfection. One 
year ago, when the Secretary was at- 
tempting to prevent the landing of car- 
goes of rags from the infected ports of 
Egypt, animporter of Egyptian rags in 
this city admitted that infected rags could 
be made harmless only by burning them. 
He suggested that it would be a good 
thing for England and the United States 
—the two countries especially endangered 
by the trade—to assist Egypt in the work 
of buying up all the rags in that country 
for the purpose of burning them. The in- 
structions given to the Collector by the 
Secretary, read in connection with the ad- 
vice given by the Surgeon-General, seem 
to require the exclusion of every cargo of 
rags arriving here from a foreign port. 


We have not been able to findin the 
requirements of domestic trade and man- 
ufactures a sufficient excuse for the im- 
portation of the rag cropof Egypt and 
Southern Europe. Undoubtedly this stuff 
is cheaper than the rags produced at home, 
but if the people of this country can escape 
the plagues of Asia and Europe by paying 
a little more money for their paper, tho 
additional cost is a very small price to 
pay for safety. Late dispatches indicate 
that the cholera has been carried from the 
Mediterranean ports to Switzerland by 
the rag trade, for a rag dealer has re- 
cently died of the disease in a Swiss.vil- 
lage. European Governments may be 
compelled to forbid the transportation of 
rags from one country to another. 


Wheelmen may well be amazed at the 
feats of 1884. It is nothing to knock a second off 
amile upona cinder path. Those are not the 
conditions under which a machine is ordinarily 
used. Practical people want to know what can 
be done inthe way of carrying weight and cov- 
ering distance under usual conditions of road 
and weather. That tricycles are good luggage 
carriers has been shown by their customary use 
to rapidly deliver papers published in the after- 
noon in London. And now is announced the ex- 
perience of the gentleman who last year crossed 
the Alps on his three-wheeier. This year he 
packed his two little girls and their baggage, in 
ail 144 pounds besides himself, upon his machine, 
and journeyed “ without fatigue” from London 
to Bath in six half-day journeys. Here is a sug- 
gestion for pa, ma, andthe baby’who are often 
seen abroad in Brooklyn in happy company. We 
in New-York lack Brooklyn’s smooth-paved 
streets. The Park, however, is a delightful 
place for such harmless exercise; but we forgot, 
tricycles are excluded from the Park. Those 
who prefer the two-wheeler should know that 
this year the !ength of England has been covered 
within a week, and three days quicker than ever 
before. The machine was of the Facile type, in 
which motign is given by a lever, linked to the 
crank in the centre, worked by the foot at one 
end, and pivoted to a forward prolongation of the 
fork at the other. Thus the rider of a 52“ ordi- 
nary” rides a 42 “Facile... There is, it appears, 
no loss of speed, at least on a long journey over 
roads as they are found. In mounting, dismount- 
ing, hill climbing, and safety—ticklish points on

A SAHARA SWINDLING SCHEME. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Times. 

A parallel to the Port Breton affair was 
tried to-day before the Paris court. Two enter- 
prising gentlemen, M. Menier, who seems to be a 
journalist, and M. Allemand, described as a 
banker, conceived some time ago the ingenious 
idea of turning the dry but fertile soil of the 
Sahara to profitable uses. This was to be done 
by means of artesian wells and artificial 
oases. The capital to be subscribed was 
400,000f., half of which was handed over 
to the tounders in return for the idea 
and for Jands which had been purchased from 
Arab chiefs. In order to stimulate the co-opera- 
tion of capitalists two newspapers were founded, 
the France Populaire, at Paris, and the Sahara, 
in Africa. The judicial authorities had their 
attention called to this strange enterprise, and 
came to the conclusion that MM. Menier and 
Allemand were swindling the investors who had 
been inveigled into the business. Allemand at 
once took to flight, and Menier, who was tried 
to-day, was condemned to two years’ imprison- 
ment and a fine of 500f. Allemand was con- 
demned, by default, to five years’ imprisonment 
and.a fine of 1,000f.

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GEN. SIR WILLIAM J. CODRINGTON 

Gen. Sir William John Codrington died 
in London yesterday in the eightieth year of hig 
age. He was one of the most prominent of tha 
English Generals who engaged in the Crimeah 
war, but he had been on tho retired list o# 
thearmy since 1877. Gen. Codrington was the 
son of Admiral Sir Edward Codrington, of the 
British Navy, and was born in November, 1804, 
He ended his studies at the University of Cam. 
bridge at the age of 17, and at once entered the 
army as Lieutenant of the Coldstream Guards, 


a corps in which he was advanced successively 
to the ranks of Captain, Major, and Lieuten. 
ant-Colonel during a period of 15 years, 
in 1846 he was promoted to be Colonel and iy. 
i854 was advanced to the rank of brevet Major. 
General. His command not being included in 
the expeditionary force against Russia on the 
breaking out of the Crimean war, he obtained 
sermission to go to the war as an observer, and 
soon after, a vacancy occurring, he was ap- 
pointed to the command of the First Brigade of 
the Light Division of the English Army. From 
this timo until the close of the war, two years 
after, Sir William Codrington participated in 
nearly all the important engagements fought 
in the Crimea. At Alma he opened the 
fire agains. the Russians, and at Inker- 
mann he ard his command sustained the 
brunt of the battle. His. bravery and mili- 
tary skill were so conspicuous that they 
called forth reports strongly commending him 
from his superiors, and after the retreat of Sir 
George Brown Gen. Codrington was given the 
command of the Lignt Division.. Throughout 
the long siege of Sebastopol he was always to be 
found at the most perilous places, and when Gen. 
Simpson resigned as Commander-in-Chief of the 
army operating in the Crimea, in November, 
1855, Gen. Codrington was chosen by the English 
Ministry to succeed him. He did not return te 
England until July, 1856, after he had personally 
supervised the embarkment .of ali his soldiers 
and munitions of war. In recognition of his 
services in the Crimea he was made a Knight 
a of the Bath on his return from the 
eld. 

Gen. Codrington, on his return from the war, 
was sent to the House of Commons from Green- 
wich, which borough he represented from 1857 
to 189, when he was appointed Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief of Gibraltar. In 1860 the 
Coloneicy of the Twenty-third Fusileers was be- 
stowed on him, and he was promoted to the rank 
of General July 27, 1863. In 1877 he was placed 
on the retired list. Gen. Codrington waserm ade 
Grand Commander of the Bath in 1865. He was 
Second’ Class of the Legion of Honor, Grand 
Cross of the Military Order of Savoy, and First 
Class of the Medjidie. He was an active member 
of the Metropolitan Board of Works. 
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WILLIAM A. WHITEHEAD. 

The death of William A. Whitehead, 
which occurred at his Summer residence, in 
Perth Amboy, N. J., yesterday morning, re- 
moved from life a man of remarkable industry 
in a variety of occupations. Mr. Whitehead 
was born in Newark, N. J., in 1810, and spent the 
earlier part of his life in that vicinity. He was 


married to Miss Margaret E. Parker. of Perth 
Amboy, in 1834, at which time he was filling the 
position of Collector at Key West. He remained 
in the South until about 1838, when he came to 
New-York and went into business in Wall-street 
asastock broker.

Vincent Loockermans Bradford, an old 
and well-known member of the Philadeiphia 
Bar, jdied at his home in German- 
town, Penn., on Thursday night. Te 
was born in Philadelphia in 1808, and 
after being graduated with high honors from 
the University of Pennsylvania he began the 
practice of law in Niles, Mich, He met with 


great success, and in 1837 was elected a mem- 
ber of the State Senate. He was active in 
organizing the University of Michigan, and he 
held, among other offices, that of Circuit Court 
Commissioner and Master of Chancery. In 1843 he 
returned to his native city and went in partner- 
ship with his father, the connection lasting until 
the latter’s death in 1851. In 1859 he was made 
President of the Philadelphia and Trenton Rail- 
road Company, and he filled the office until 
the road was leased by the Pentnsyl- 
vania Company, in 1872. His practice in 
the meantime had become very large, and he was 
— in many important causes, one, in 
regar to the lease of the Trenton 
Railroad, involving sixty millions of 
dollars. He was the author of num- 
erous essays on legal, political, and literary mat- 
ters. He was a Democrat and was Vice-Presi- 
dent of the convention in 1860 that nominated 
Breckinridge. :

Francis Cottenet, an old merchant of 
this city, died of senile exhaustion at the 
Grosvenor, No. 87 Fifth-avenue, yesterday.

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THE PRESIDENT STEPS IN 


QUALIFYING AS AN EXECUTOR OF 
THE HASTINGS ESTATE. 
TROUBLE AS’ TO DIVIDENDS ON COMMERCIAL 
STOCK—EXECUTORS AT LOGGERHEADS 

WITH THE COUNSEL. 

On Aug. 1 there was filed with the Sur- 
rogate of New-York County the necessary pa- 
pers by which the Hon, Chester A. Artbur quali- 
fied as one of the Executors of the estate of the 
late Hugh J. Hastings, who died in September, 
1883. The acknowledgment of President Arthur 
was taken before a notary public in the District 
of Columbia on Oct. 31, 1883, and his stepping 
in as Executor at this late day has caused con- 
siderable remark. The other Executors named 
in the wil! of Mr. Hastings were Jenkins Van 
Schaick, Beverly Ward, John Hastings, and John 
Hoey. Neither President Arthur nor Mr. Hoey 
qualified, and Messrs. Ward, Hastings, and Van 
Bchaick have so far administered the estate, 
which will reach at the time of final accounting, 
it is stated, about $400,000. The Executors em- 
ployed as counsel Mr. 8. W. Knevals, of No. 155 


Broadway. 

Between Mr. Van Schaick and Messrs. Hastings 
and Ward differences seem to have arisen, the 
exact nature of which the parties interested 
decline to state. Mr. Knevals was also con- 
cerned, and he has not been employed by Mess s. 
Hastings and Ward since last May, when they 
say he ceased to act as counsel for the Executors. 
Mr. Van Schaick apparently still! considers him 
as acting counsel, though most of his work was 
accomplished before May. With the inteption of 
balancing things up, President Arthur stepped in 
and qualified, as he is understood to side with Mr. 
Van Schaick and Mr. Knevals. The President, 
being a lawyer and knowing that he is soon to 
return to private life, may have also been in- 
fluenced to some extent by the fact that the law 
gives each Executor of an estate aggregating 
$100,000 over all debts 1 per cent. on the 
amount administered. Mr. Arthur has done no 
work as yet, but in October he will be entitled 
to bis share, amounting to $4,000, Just the same 

others, who have done the work. 
a Arthur has qualified, has he?” said Mr. 
Van Schaick toa TIMES reporter yesterday. ] 
heard that he intended to do so; in tact, he took 
‘the oath some time ago. Why has he come in as 
Executor at this late day? W ell, for the protec- 
tion of the estate, I suppose.”

Beth Mr. Hastings and Mr. Ward declined to 
state their grievances against Mr. Kneveis or the 
differences with Mr. Van Schaick. The last- 
named Executor:went to Europe in May and 
only recently returned. He held one of the keys 
to the safe deposit vault containing the securi- 
ties of the estate, and Mr. Ward or Mr. Hastings 
the other. On going away Mr. Van _ Schaick 
fntrusted this key to Mr. Knevals to deliver to 
Mrs. Hastings. It is reported that the counsel 
refused to deliver the key to the other Execu- 
tors when requested and that this led to the 
trouble. et 

In his will Mr. Hastings bequeathed 45 shares 
of Commercial Advertiser stock to five of his 
nephews. Mr. John Hastings was given 20 of the 
4 shares, and Mr. Schoolcraft Hastings 5 shares. 
The will was probated in October, 1883. The next 
month a dividend was declared on the stock, on 
which the 45shares were entitled to nearly $12,- 
000. This sum was, and is still, held by the Ex- 
ecutors. At the time of his death Mr. Hast- 
ings owned 120 shares of the 144 shares of Com- 
mercial Advertiser stock. The question seems 
to be whether the bequest of 45 shares to 
the nephews wasa specific bequest. If so, the 
nephews were entitled to the dividends on the 
game. If not, the share went to the estate. Mr. 
Knevals, it is said, decided that it was nota spe- 
cific bequest, and as Mr. John Hastings owned 20 
of the snares, this decision is supposed to have 
gtili further widened the breach between Execu- 
tors and counsel. Mr. Schoolcraft Hastings bas 
now brought suit against the Executors to re- 
cover his share of the dividend. Both Mr. Ward 
and Mr. John Hastings look upon this as an ami- 
cable affair to determine where the dividends on 
the disputed stock shall go. 

*“ There were certain legacies made by the pro- 
visions of Mr. Hastings’s will,’ said’ Mr. Van 
Echaick, ** and the balance of the estate goes to 

the widow as residuary legatee. Every legacy 
has been paid. It is the duty of the Executors 
to receiye the dividends on all the stock. The 
gum goesinto theestate. At the time of final 
accounting the Surrogate will decide to whom 
the dividends on the 45 shares belong. The mat- 
ter is all coming up regularly within 20 days.” 
From thetaik of Messrs. Ward and Hastings, 
however, and the appearance of Mr. Arthur as 
Executor at this crisis, the matter may not be 
geitied as regularly as Mr. Van Schaick believes. 
Mr. Knevals is out of the city on a vacation.

COL. MORTON’S DEFALCATION. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Inquiries made at 
the Post Office Department have developed the 
following facts in connection with the financial 
irregularities and disappearance of Assistant 
Postmaster Col. Morton, of Brooklyn. At the 
expiration of the first month in each quarter 
the employes of the Brooklyn Post Office were 
required to sign the pay roll for the full quarter, 
although they had received pay for but one 
month. Morton, who was in complete control of 
the finances of the office, was thus afforded an 
opportunity for fraud, of which he availed. In 


making up the pay roll he filled in the blanks for 
the last two months of each quarter with figures 
representing sums larger than those actually 
paid out. s the employes never saw the pay 
roll after the first month of the quarter they 
practically signed it in blank. 

The Post Office Department was absolutely 
without a check upon the Assistant Postmaster, 
and the scheme might have been operated tor | 
years without detection had it not been for the 
receipt by the commission investigating the of- 
fice of an anonymous note directing attention 
to the pay roi]. The Inspectors at once began a 
thorough examination, and every employe 
of the office was required to make oath 
to the amount of salary received, and these 
affidavits were compared with the pay roll. The 
first discrepancy discovered was iu the case of 
an employe named Clark, who was charged on 
the pay roll with the sum of $147 50 for services 
beginning in January, 1884. Asa matter of fact 
Clark swore that _he had received only $13 50 for 
services rendered in March. The examination 
included the accounts of several years past, and 
the total amount of the discrepancy revealed 
was $399 90. Regarding Morton’s disappearance 
during the investigation the Inspectors suppose 
that he gu®ssed the result of the inquiry and fled 
to Europe. They do not believe that his mind is 
affected or that he is in this country. 

The commission found no evidence of other 
financial irregularities, and their report com- 

letely exonerates the Postmaster trom any 
Fnowledge of or complicity in Morton’s irregu- 
larities, and pays a compliment to his integrity. 
The general condition of the office was not 
wholly satisfactory. and the commission sug- 

sted wane changes in the method of transact- 
ng business, intended to facilitate the dispatch 
of mails and otherwise improve the service. 
Recommendations were also made looking to a 
ema)! increase of the force of employes, and ina 
tew instances in salaries.

SALVATION ARMY TROUBLES. 
SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Aug. 8.—It has been 
evident for some time that trouble was brewing 
between the Salvation Army and a class of peo- 
pie in the city, and several hostile demonstra- 
tions have been made. Last night a much larger 
audience than usual attended the outdoor ser- 


vices of the army,and when the Salvationists 
started on their parade, down the main street of 
the city, singing and beating their drums and 
tambourines vigorously, the crowd, which kept 
augmenting on the way, followed, and when the 
army reached its hall the crowd numbered 1,200 
to 1,500 persons. The red jerseys of Salvation 
Army leaders seemed to act on the crowd like a 
red rag fiaunted in the face of an enraged 
bull. en the army was about to enter 
the hali a great shout arose and the throng 
pressed in on the Salvationists. Five policemen 
were at the entrance of the hall, ana the crowd 
was kept back by their vigorous measures until 
the members cf the army escaped into the build- 
ing. Nearly a riot then ensued. The crowd, 
baffled at this point, started like a herd of wild 
cattle after a policeman who had made an arrest 
with the intention of throwing the officer in the 
canal. Notcatching up with him, the rabble 
surged about the police station und threatened 
to break in the doors if the arrested persons 
were not released. Bail was speedily torthcom- 
ing for the prisoners, and after their release the 
crowd slowly dispersed. The Chief of Polico

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TOO MANY IRISHMEN. 


WHY THE NATIONALITY OF BRIDGEPORT’S 
PRISONERS WILL BE CONCEALED. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Aug. 8.—Hereafter 
there will be entered on the police records of this 
city only a very vague description of criminals 
who may happen to fall into the clutches of the 
police. The descriptive items, “sex, nationality, 
and color” of persons arrested will no more ap- 
pear against the names. An order to that effect 
has been issued, and it came about in this way: 
When the annual report of arrests made by the 
police was presented to the Board of Council- 


men, the Clerk read off, under the head of 
“nationality of prisoners,” something like this: 
“Trish, 800; American, 400; Germans, 50; En- 
glish, 25,” &c. Itisarecord that has been kept 
in this way ever since the police force was estab- 
lished, and was beneficial as a means of more 
fully identifying persons who might be again 
arrested. The custom is one followed in every 
city in the State. 

Among Bridgeport’s Councilmen is Mr. Roo- 
nan, an excellent gentleman of Irish birth. The 

roponderance of Irishmen in the list annoyed 

r. Roonan, who is nothing if not a devoted 
lover of the Emerald isle, and who is very jeal- 
ous of its good name and of that of its children. 
Mr. Roonan objected to the parading of the 
nationality of the persons arrested, holding it to 
be unnecessary and wholly useless. He wanted 
that sort of thing kept from the records. ,The 
Council accommodated him by_ passing a 
vote oraering the objectionable features 
to be omitted from the record in futur. 
Councilman Roonan’s objections were that 
the record as _ presented. was inaccurate 
and did a grave injustice to Irishmen. He said 
he knew it to bea fact that persons of English 
and American birth when arrested tor drunken- 
ness, assault, and other trivial offenses were in 
the habit of giving fictitious names. When this 
was done they almost invariably chose some 
name witb a‘** Pat’ or a “* Mike” asits handle, 
and in the record the nationality was at 
once set down as “Trish.” ‘Then, too, 
American-born people of [Irish parentage 
were set down, maliciously he was led 
to believe, as “‘Irish.”. The result was that at 
the end of the quarter or year, when a report 
was made from the records, Irishmen loomed up 
as being one-third or one-half of the total num- 
ber of criminals of greater or lesser degree, 
when such was not actually thecase. Truthful 
records or no records at all was what the Coun- 
cilman wanted, and the balm was applied to the 
ae eg Irish-American official in the form in- 
dicated. 


THE NEW-ORLEANS POSTMASTER. 


HE THINKS HIMSELF THE VICTIM OF IN- 
TRIGUING POLITICIANS. 

New-Or.eans, La., Aug. 8.—Postmaster 
Merchant prepared to-day and forwarded to the 
Postmaster-General a full statement concerning 
the charges and statements made by the com- 
mittee appointed by the Postmaster-General to 
examine into the conduct and condition of the 
New-Orleans Post Office. He admits the in- 
efficiency of the force, but claims that it grows 


out of the material that he has been compelled 
to appoint, to a great extent. for political reasons. 
He says, however, that the force is the best, 
as a whole, that the office has ever had. He 
claims that he possesses a thorough knowledge 
of the actual work of the office; that he performs 
his duty to the best of his ability, and that his 
assistant isa competent man, having served as 
chief clerk to the large commercial agency of R. 
G. Dun &Co.,in this city. for many years. He 
shows that a correct account is kept of the mail 
sacks, and refersto his monthly reports to the 
department to prove his statement that the sacks 
found by the Inspector in junk shops were sacks 
loaned under authority of the department to 
publishers, which they had misused b 
sending waste paper therein to jun 
shops; that such publishers had been no- 
titied not to make such use of the 
sacks again, and that he eunparts his superin- 
tendents in every just request they make of him. 
The porter referred to as performing no service 
has, he says, performed valuable service in look- 
ing after employes and reporting their conduct 
outside of the office. He says the charge that he 
burned the fragments of the letters claimed to 
have been abstracted by his son, or that he or- 
dered them to be burned is absolutely false; that 
the report to him by Night Superintendent Bur- 
bank that his son was in the habit of visiting the 
office at night raised sufficient suspicion to 
cause him to put the young man, 18 years of age, 
oe of the office, and to bind him out to learna 
trade. 

He says concerning this part of the charge: 
“Tt is unfortunate for me, and I will regret dur- 
ing the balance of my life, that I ever gave my 
son, only 18 years of age,a position of any kind 
in the office. His associations therein, owing to 
the class of people I have been compelled to em- 

loy, may have led him to commit the act which 

eis charged with, a thing to be deeply re- 
gretted and mortifying to me. During their 
stay here the committee only called on me three 
times—first, to exhibit their authority; second, 
to inquire about the duties of Barrett, and third, 
on taking their leave when the Dauphin matter 
was discussed."” The committee seem to have 
learned much from other sources, which Mr. 
Merchant attributes to jealous employes and 
outside political intrigue.

BEER IN THE BILL OF FARE, 


THE NOVEL DEFENSE SET UF IN A CON- 
NECTICUT LIQUOR PROSECUTION, 


New-Haven, Conn., Aug. 8.—Connecti- 
cut liquor license requires that every person in 
the State who sells alcuholic or malt liquors 
shall obtain from the County Commissioners a 
license granting him that privilege, the docu- 
ment costing from $50 to $500 per ,annum. 
The punishment for the sale of liquors without 
this document is very severe, yet the unlicensed 
sale is carried on quite extensively by small 
boarding house and store keepers. The tricks 
resorted to to carry on this surreptitious sale 


are many, uali those resorted to in 
Maine and assachusetts when prohibitory 
laws were in force. Recently the a of 
a cheap Italian boarding house in this city, one 
Louis Costanz, was caught furnishing beer to 
the Italian colony residing in his house. A num- 
ber of bottles otf beer and several empty beer 
bottles were found in his house by the police. 
When his case was brought before the City 
Court here Costanz, through his counsel, ex- 
Judge Blydenburg, who is, by the way, one of 
the principal temperance advocates in the State, 
set up the most novel defense ever instituted 
here since the liquor law was first enacted. That 
he had beer in his house was proved by the find- 
ing and confiscation of the liquor. He alleged in 
defense of its presence there that he was a 
boarding house keeper, who, in consideration of 
$4 a week received from his boarders, furnished 
them, in addition to food, all the beer they wished 
to drink for that rate per week. To five other 
persons, who paid $2 per month tor the use of 
rooms and pvenenees for cooking, he also 
furnished al! the beer they wished without extra 
charge. The beer, he claimed, wasa part of the 
“conveniences” of living included in the con- 
tract. The defense wasa startling one to the 
attorney for the State, and * knocked him out in 
one round.” It also resulted in a sensation and 
much amusement inthe court room, put for- 
ward as it was with such brazen effrontery. Po- 
lice Judge Deming, who was on_ the 
bench, was astonished at the defense, 
and was not repared to meet this, 
the first case o he king in the law 
practice of this State. The testimony was given 
under oath, and though it bore on its face the 
evidence of falsehood, there was no testimony 
affecting the credibility of the witness. The 
court was forced either to brand the client of 
the shrewd attorney asa liar, or else establish a 
precedent to be taken advantage of by offenders 
in future, by deciding that there was no vio- 
lation of the statute law. So he reserved his de- 
cision until to-day in order to sleep over the 
matter. To-day he decided that Costanz had 
tried to impose upon the court and that he had 
violated the law. A fine of $30 and costs, 
amounting to $23 95, was imposed.

COONS IN THE HEN HOUSE, 


—____— 
THIEVES WHO DESTROY FARMERS’ PROS- 
PECTIVE CHRISTMAS PROFITS. 

SHARON, Conn., Aug. 8—While Pike 
County farmers mourn because of the raids of 
bears on its sheepfolds, the farmers of this quiet 
little town up in the wilds of Litchfield County 
mourn with equal vigor the frequent raids which 
have of late been madeon their hen roosts. For 
several weeks farmers have been losing their 
chickens and turkeys with alarming frequency 
and disgusting regularity. The fact that the 
raids took place in the night, and that the work 
was not done with that neatness and dispatch 
which characterizes the work of the ebon pro- 


fessor ot fowl gathering.made it certain that the 
raider was a beast of some kind. Whatever it 
was,it shrewdly defied detection for some time, 
all efforts to run down the thief proving futile. 

From one farm alone, that owned by the Wil- 
son brothers, John and James, over $50 worth of 
young turkeys and chickens bave recently been 
stolen. The brothers were determined to cap- 
ture this destroyer of their prospective Christ- 
mas profits. A trap gun was fitted up at their 
ben house, after several nights of watching in 
that vicinity had beendonein vain. The double- 
barreled shotgun, well loaded, did the business 
forthem. One pleasant night less than a week 
ago the brothers were awakened by the discharge 
of the gun. They went hurriedly to the hen 
house and there discovered a fat female coon, 
aged, and up to this time very shrewd, shot £0 as 
to be disabled. Before meeting with the entan- 
glements of the trap gun she had managed to 
capture and kill two fat pullets, destined fora 
meal for herself and her tamily, which was sub- 
sequently discovered residing in the woods a lit- 
tle over a mile from the farm where she was 
wounded and subsequently killed. 

The killing of this coon has not wholly done 
away with the raids on the hen roosts. It would 
take over $200 to pay forall the poultry thus far 
destroyed. As other poultry has disappeared 
since the death of tnis one marauder, it is wisely 
held that other coons must exist hereabout 
with a fondness for poultry. So a grand coon 
hunt by moonlight or torchlight is projected by 
the farmers and Summer boarders. Much sport 
is anticipated, as well as a good bag of game and 
atoothsome coon supper, though it is a little 
early in the season for coons to be at their best 
for eating.

THE RACE REGARDED AS A DE- 
CISIVE TEST. 

THE CRUISE ABANDONED—SOME VERY BAD 

MANAGEMENT—A REVOLT AGAINST MR. 


HASWELL’S METHODS. 

New-Lonpon, Aug. 8&~-—The American 
Yacht Club has abandoned its contemplated trip 
to Newport, an@will end its first regatta here 
early to-morrow morning. If the cruise has been 
a success, it is in spite of bad management from 
the start. Members of the club plead, in extenu- 
ation of the faulty arrangements, that this was 
not only the first race given by their organiza- 
tion, but it was also the first of its kind ever 
run inthe world. They had to deal, under ad- 
verse circumstances, with emergencies which 
could not have been foreseen. Next time they 
will take measures to avoid them. 

It is very probable that the “time allowance” 
scheme will be abandoned. It bas taken all the 
mathematicians in the party to figure up any- 
thing like an accurate record of the time made 
by the boats. Jay Gould seems to be the only 
man who issure what his yacht hasdone. He 
kept his own score, and has everything down in 
black and white. According tothe figuring on 
board the Atalanta she beat the Yosemite by 
83 minutes and 20 seconds actual time. Her 
time allowance would add 13 minutes to this. 
The crew got up a little pool among themselves 


on the number of minutes the boat would get in 
ahead of the Yosemite. The first mate came 
the nearest, with a guess of 30 minutes. The 
fact that some of the men pet on a lead of only 
three or Eo mga shows how close the race 
was expected to be. 

The first trouble was in getting the boats 
started from Larchmont. Mr. Charlies H. Has- 
well, of New-York, the only member of the Re- 
gatta Committee on board the club steamboat, 
undertook to send them off. As there was no sig- 
nal book on board he had to try and read the 
names on the sterns of the vessels as they ran by 
the line. The names of two boats which got the 
word away off by the shore, half a mile distant, 
could only be guessed at. One other cause of 
dissatisfaction was the fact that people who 
came out to see an interesting race saw abso- 
lutely nothing of it but the start. The party had 
to amuse itself the best way it could, and before 
long there was so much openty, expressed dis- 
satisfaction with Mr. Haswell’s conservative 
ideas of governing the mirthful proclivities of 
the human race as there was about his method 
of managing a boat race. At the _ Pe- 
quot House in the evening, when some of the 
guests demurred at the Stock Exchange frolics 
of some of the younger members of the party, 
and Mr. Haswell ventured a reproof, there was 
open revolt. 

Early this morning Mr. Richard H. Murphy 
received a formal note from the Fleet Com- 
modore, puttins the management of affairs on 
the club steamer in his charge. Mr. Haswell 
gotinto a steam launch and went to the Com- 
modore’s boat to see about it. When _ he re- 
turned he had nothing to say except that the 
Regatta Committee seemed to think that their 
official duties were over when the steam yacht 
race was ended. After breakfast the Captains 
had a meeting, and soon a notice was issued that 
the Newport trip was abandoned. The invited 

uests, who did not intend going to Newport, 
fad departed on the early trains, and most of 
those who remained were anxious to finish the 
trip as originaly laid out. 

Mr. Gould came ashore this morning, bought 
the New-York morning papers, and talked over 
his vessel’s victory with some friends at the 
Pequot House. e said that he was enjoying 
the cruise, and did not know how long he should 
remain away from New-York. After the regatta 
was finished he should probably ‘o to Newport 
with his yacht, and afterward push still further 
east. Mr. Roach’s excuse that the Yosemite's 
blower was injured is not looked upon as suffi- 
cient reason for his vessel’s defeat. A victory of 
a length or two might admit of dispute and dis- 
cussion, but the Atalanta’s lead of a half hour is 
too signal a victory to admit of any question. 
The genera! opinion is that Mr. Gould’s boat won 
a fair and square race. 

So much has been said about the speed ot the 
Yosemite and she was such a favorite among 
army officers that the admirers of the Atalanta 
are rejoiced tnat the victory was such a decisive 
one. hen some one suggested that Mr. Gould 
ought not to claim the fastest yacht in the world 
until he had matched her with Mr. Bennétt’s 
yacht, ** Wash” Connor said: ** I am ready to bet 
two to one that the Atalanta can easily beat any 
yacht afloat. They think they are doing a big 
thing when they can get 14 or 15 miles an hour 
out of boats on the other side, and here she has 
run 20 miles an hour.” 

The Atalanta was run by a pilot on the City of 
Norwich, one of the regular New-London 
steamers, which is at present laid up for repairs. 
In making port he took a long sweep to the east- 
ward, getting a perfectly clear course, while 
some of the less experienced helmsmen lost time 
by — mixed up with the sailing craft in 
the harbor. 

This afternoon the gigs of the different yachts 
raced for money prizes and badges. To make 
matters more interesting Alderman Waite, of 
New-York, arranged a race between the navy 
lads on the Saratoga for a special prize. The 
festivities closed with fireworks to-night. The 
yachts will return to New-York to-morrow. 


NOT TWENTY MILES AN HOUR.

RECEIVING THE BODIES AT GOVERNOR’S 
ISLAND—THEIR FINAL DESTINATION— 
LIEUT. KISLINGBURY’S SON. 

The sun shone with unwonted brilliance 
on the picturesque buildings and verdant swards 
of Governer’s Island yesterday. Its rays were 
reflected in the water as it swished up to the 
shore, and it shone on carefully polisheé uni- 
forms and mute, inactive bugies. The little 
waiting room near to where the boats land was 
hidden in sombre, colorless linen, fantastically 
draped in festoons and other shapes. Flags hung 
at half mast and floated in the breeze about as 
unwillingly as flags can float. From the steps of 
the hospital an ominous-lonking black gang- 
way descended, grim and uninviting. The 
bannisters were coiled with black. Through the 
half-open door gloomy decorations met the eye. 
Black was everywhere. Do what it might, the 
sun was powerless to enliven this scene of human 
mourning. It merely made it more conspicuous, 
and then went on shining. 

Drawn up on the wharf were the four com- 
panies of the Fifth Artillery faultlessly attired 
and standing in an unbroken line. The colors of 
their uniforms were tempered by the inevitable 
black, which hung in dingy crape from their 


sword hilts and encircled their left arms ina 
thick band. Prof. Daniel Wiegand, with his 
10 bugiers and 10 musicians, and black-covered 
drums, stood below the artillery ready to break 
into melancholy harmony as soon as the tug 
bearing the bodies of the dead heroes of Lieut. 
Greely’s arctic expedition should arrive. Until 
that time tbe creaking of the movable dock as it 
obeyed the rise and fall of the water was the only 
sound heard. 

The mounted men of Light Battery B, Fourth 
Artillery, were also on the spot, and the column 
ot caissons, destined to convey the coffins to the 
hospital, was formed on the road leading from 
the Quartermaster’s stable to the dock. Gen. 
Hancock, in full uniform, with his department 
and division staff, appeared at frequent intervals 
on the pier, being, apparently, too nervous to 
sit stilt until the occasion required his attend- 
ance. The little steamer Thomas Kiley arrived, 
loaded with human freight, every half hour. It 
brought, among others, ladies and gentlemen in 
gay attire, and girls who wore picnic dresses and 
appeared to have come out for a holiday. 

Then everybody was suddenly awakened from 
a lethargy, caused partly by the broiling sun 
and partly by patience worn out by the boom- 
ing of the salute from Castle Williams. Gun suc- 
ceeded gun, and off scampered the crowd to the 
old fort to catch a glimpse of the vessels thus 
publicly announced to bein sight. The artillery 
formed into columns of four and also betook 
themselves to the fort. On arrival there the 
ladies sat on the old guns and children clambered 
up to the highest eminences. A)l had different 
positions, but all glanced in the same direction. 
There were the vessels which bad but recently 
sailed in the arctic seas. The Thetis was leading, 
followed by the Bear and the Alert. They were 
coming from Lower Quarantine. People strained 
their eyes to take in every detail connected with 
the vessels. Many of them said they could dis- 
tinctly see the murks caused by contact with the 
ice, which, however, was quite impossible from 
the distance, but which it did them no harm to 
believe. Off Bediloe’s Island the three stately 
looking ships were anchored. 

Up came the steamer Catalpa, looking the 
personification of impertinence when contrasted 
with the three much-tried ships. On board the 
Catalpa, the people learned, were Commodore 
Fillebrown, Commander Watson, Dr. Spears, 
Capt. Boyd, of the Vermont; Lieut. Schutze, 
and Lieut. Hitchcock. A launch sent by Gen. 
Hancock preceded the Cstalpa. Following it 
‘were launches from the Despatch and the Ver- 
mont. It was then known, rather than seen, 
‘that the bodies of the dead heroes were trans- 
ported from the Thetis and Bear on board the 
Catalpa, which forthwith, with her living and 
dead freight, set out for the landing at Govern- 
or’s Island. Its pert little whistle could be dis- 
tinctly heard. Then the crowd scampered back 
again to the landing place, the artillery drew 
themselves stiffly up, the buglers lifted up their 
bugles as though they had not a minute to 
ppare, and all was activity. Gen. Hancock, Gen. 
Sheridan, Secretary Lincoln, Gen. Hazen, Major 
R. H. Jackson, of the Fifth Artillery; Col. J. 
Clarke, Col. Hodges, Dr. Charles Southerland, 
kod a number of other prominent military 
gentlemen stood at the end of the dock anxiously 
waiting. The crowd were sent as far off as it 
was possible to send them without arousing 
their ire. 

The Cataipa slowly reached the landing. There 

were more guns from Castle Williams, and a good 
installment of shrill shrieks from surroundin 
jtugs. First of all the living freight were landed. 
Among these were Commander Winfield T. 
Schley, Lieut. Uriel Sebree, Lieut. Emory H. 
Taunt, and Lieut. Samuel C. ‘Lemly of the The- 
tis; Lieut. W. H. Emory, Lieut, ¥. H. Crosby, 
Lieut. John R. Colwell, Lieut. N. R. Ushler, and 
Surgeon H. E. Ames, of the Bear; Lieut.-Com- 
mander George W. Coffin, Lieut. C. J. Badger, 
and Lieut. H. J. Hunt, of the Alert. 

Then the band struck up Donizetti’s mournful 

dirge, *“*Les Martyrs,” to thestrains of which 
the first coffin was solemnly landed by a detach- 
ment of eight men under a Corporal, who placed 
it on the caisson which was on hand to receive it. 
At the same moment Castile Williams fired another 
salute. The other 10 coffins were all subjected to 
similar ceremonies, each caisson advancing as it 
received its burden. The coffins were covered 
with American jacks—blue, with white stars. The 
cofiins seemed abnormaily short, and people 
found it hard to realize the fact that they con- 
tained the bodies of full-grown men. Beneath 
the American jack could be seen the thick black 
iron casket, heavily studded with huge black 
nails, and looking as thougn it had never been 
opened. 
' ‘When the ceremony of placing the coffins upon 
‘the caissons was concluded—and it was a very 
lengthy process—the cortége started for the hos- 
pital. At the heaa of the procession were the 
mounted escort and band; then came the heavily 
freighted caissons, followed by the mournersand 
the distinguished military attendance. All the 
artillery carried their arms reversed. The mourn- 
ers were few in number and all of the male sex. 
Two brothers of Lieut. Frederick F. Kislingbury 
and a tiny little boy dressed in asailor suit, his 
s0n, were present. They were all extremely 
calm. On arrivai at the hospital the troops pre- 
sented arms and were reviewed by Major R. H. 
Jackson, while the band still continued its weird 
melody. Then caisson after caisson drove slowly 
up to the black plank, which descended from the 
Jhospital’s steps, and the object of which was soon 
apparent. The coffins were placed upon wheeis 
on this peecwar and rolled up to the hospital, 
where they were at once conveyed to the inte- 
rior. The mourners stood on the right. 

** Now, keep guiet,”’ was the command to them; 
“you can't tell which is your friend until the 
jacks are removed.” They all looked painfully 
alike. Inside the hospital, which was very elab- 
orately draped with the Stars and Stripes, bor- 
dered with black, the 11 coffins were placed, six 
on one side, five on the other. Thenames of the 
deceased were engraved on a silver plate on the 
outside. They were Lieut. James B. Lockwood, 

‘Lieut. Frederick F. ge ~~ Sergt. Edward 
Israel, Sergt. David C. iston, Sergt. David 
‘Linn, Sergt. William Cross, Private William A. 
Ellis, Private William Whistler, Corp. Joseph El- 
‘ison, Private Charles B. Henry, and Private 
; Roderick R. Snider. 

| An affecting scene took place over the coffin of 
Lieut. Kishingbury. His little son clutcned hold 
of the pall and drew it off, sobbing bitterly, 
while the two brothers remained for a quarter of 
an hour in silent grief. The other mourners in- 
spected carefully the coffins which contained the 
remains of their friends. There was a large tray 
at one end of the room containing a pile of newly 
,cut wild flowers. The crowd were admitted later 
on and a surveyed thescene. Then it was 
announced that all the coffins, with the excep- 
tion of those containing the bodies of Privates 
Henry and Snider, would be at once con- 
veyed to the Chester A. Arthur, which would 
carry them to the Barge Office, whence they 
would be sent to their various destinations. 

Lieut. Lockwood's body will go to Annapolis, 
Lieut. Kislingbury’s to Rochester, Sergt. Israel’s 
to Kalamazvuo, Mich.; Sergt. Ralston’s to How- 
ard, Knox County, Ohio; Sergt. Linn’s to Phila- 
delphia, Sergt. Cross’s to Washington, D. C.; 
Private Whistler's to Delphi, Ind.; Corp. Ellison’s 
to Pottsviile, Penn., and Private Ellis’s to Clyde, 
Wayne County, N. Y. The body of Private 
Henry, who was born in Hanover, Germany, will 
be interred to-day at Cypress Hills Cemetery. 
The body of Private R. R. Snider, who was 
born in Chemnitz, Germany, will be sent thither 
for interment. The Thetis, Bear, and Alert re- 
mained yesterday off Bedloe’s Island, and Com- 
mander Schley will probably make his formal 
seport to Commodore Fillebrown to-day.

A TELEGRAPH COMPANY ENJOINED. 

An injunction restraining the Interna- 
tional and Eastern Telegraph Company from 
attempting to enforce the payment of a note

ds. Subsequently this agreement was 
changed, and the Bankers’ Company paid to the 
International Company $10,000in cash and gave 
a note for $15,000, able in 60 days. The note 
was secured by $30,000 worth of the general mort- 
gage bonds of tue Bankers’ Company. This 
agreement was accepted by the Inter- 
national Company, but so far, it is 
claimed, the International Company has 
fuiled to convey any title whatever 
to the perty. It is also claimed that the con- 
sideration of the note has failed and that the 
agreement has not been ratified by a three-fifths 
yote of the Directorof the International Com- 
pany or of a majority of the stockholders. Pay- 
ment of the note was refused Aug. 2 on the 
ground that the Bankers’ Company has received 
no consideration. With the understanding that 
the International Company Was about to en- 
force payment of the note and to sell the mort-

TWO RUFFIANS CAGED,

CAPTURED BY OFFICER FINNERTY AFTER 
WRECKING A RESTAURANT. ~ 

Harry T. Harrow, of No. 368 Ninth- 
avenue, left- his restaurant, at No. 299 Ninth- 
avenue, in the charge of his cook, Elizabetn 
Tibbs, early yesterday morning, while he went 
home for a few minutes. Hardly had he gone 
when Jeremiah Collins, a laborer, of No. 415 
West Twenty-sixth-street, and Charles Robb, a 
baker, of No. 359 Ninth-avenue, who had been 
carousing, staggered into the place and fiercely 
demanded breakfast. Elizabeth was terrified 
into serving them with coffee, rolls, and fish 
cakes. They ate like beasts. not using forks or 
knives, and at intervals abused the woman, who 
at last said: “* When my boss comes back he'll 


make you behave.” At thisthe men rose, and 
cramming into their pockets what remained of 
the meal, started for the door. 

The woman intercepted them and asked them 
to pay forthe food. They used language that is 
the chief characteristic of the *“ Tenth-avenue 
gang.” and Harrow, coming back, found them 

auling his cook about the restaurant and 
breaking crockery. He pulled them away and 
called on them to pay. They asked “what in 
—he had to do with the affair, anyhow,” 
and he threatened to send for a policeman. Robb 
then seized a table knife and attacked Elizabeth, 
cutting her scaip in two places, and then Voninine 4 
on Harrow stabbed at his head and cut throug 
his hat. Harrow grappled with him, but was 
tbrown down, and the fellows then set upon the 
woman and kicked her bruially in the thigh 
and back. Then they went to the street 
and with their feet, fists, and two cobbie 
stones wrecked the show window and the 
glass door. As they were running into 
Twenty-sixth-street and toward Tenth-ave- 
nue, Harrow having followed them and 
made an outcry, Policeman Martin Finnerty, 
of the Twentieth Precinct, was at Twenty-eighth- 
street. Heran to Harrow, and, learning of the 
behavior of the fugitives, he took off his uni- 
form, donned Harrow’s coat and hat, darted 
down Twenty-seventh-street to Eleventh-ave- 
nue, and then turning into Twenty-sixth-street, 
siouched along in the manner affected by the 
“toughs” of this neighborhood. He saw Kobb 
and Collins enter a saloon. and, going there, told 
them yA were under arrest. They showed 
fight, but Finnerty had concealed his baton, and 
with two strokes of it he floored the vagabonds, 
and at the West Thirty-seventh-street station 
house they employed some time in bathing cuts 
on their heads. 

In the afternoon they were arraigned at the 
Jefferson Market Police Court, and Justice 
Power committed them for examination. Robb 
associates with men of no reputation, and Collins 
is, the police say, an ex-convict. He was once 
arrested for attempting to cut a Mrs. McCor- 
mick, at No. 417 West Twenty-sixth-street, and 
on another occasion he assaulted a woman 
in West Twenty-sixth-street. Finnerty bas the 
best of revutations asa police officer. He has been 
a member of the force for 10 years, and has made 
many good arrests, He gs Ee Edward 
Hovey on the 26th of April, 1882, after he had 
killed Fanny Vermilyea, bis sister-in-law, at No. 
268 West Thirty-eighth-street. On the llth of 
March, 1880, at Ninth-avenue and Fortieth- 
street, he encountered Thomas Tuite, a convict 
who had escaped from Ludlow-Street Jail. He 
told Tuite to “ stand,” but Tuite fired four shots 
at him, and one bullet went through Finnerty’s 
left wrist, but Finnerty seized him and lodged 
him in the station house. For this Finnerty re- 
ceived $250 from the United States Goverement, 
and was honorably mentioned by the Police 


Board.

JOHN ROACH ACTS AS COURIER. 


THE COMMITTEE ON ORDNANCE AT THE 
MORGAN IRON WORKS. 

‘The Congressional Committee on Ord- 
nance visited, yesterday, the Morgan Iron Works. 
Mr. John Roach was on hand to receive them, 
and piloted them through the shops. They 
looked first at the monster 60-ton hammer. A 
great mass of iron was hauled out of the furnace 
and laid on the block under the hammer, which 
pounded itintoa bar. The pounding shook the 
ground, some of the strokes falling with a force 
of 300 tons, and sparks flew nearly the width of 
theshed. The committee admired the perform- 


ance from a safe distance. Then Mr. Roach led 
the way to the dock, where some cast-off boilers 
and chunks of scrap iron that bad been melted 
over were piled. Mr. Roach dilated on the merits 
of old iron, and launched into a funny story 
nga brought the committee clustering about 

im. 

Next the blacksmith’s shop was visited, where 
the committee crawled under a big cylinder and 
watched men join it toa lower piece by forcing 
redhot rivets through holes that circled the 
rim. The machine sbop was the most interesting 
of all to the visitors. They saw the big train 
that is suspended from the upper beams, and on 
which wheels run across the building, pick up a 
10-ton section of an engine, carry it half way 
across the building, and then al »ng about 25 feet, 
and lay it without a jar on another section, the 
top of which was 12 feet above the ground. The 
planing machines that pared blocks of iron as 
a knife would cut cheese also excited ad- 
miration. Senator Hawley exercised his 
muscle on some of the curled shavings, 
which were about one-sixteenth of an inch 
thick, and succeeded in snapping the end off one 
ofthem. Parts of the engines for the new steel 
cruisers were piled in this room. A white-beard- 
ed workman, witha blistered face, shoved open 
a furnace door, rana ong into the molten mass 
within, and, catching an iron bloom, shoved it 
between the claws of a derrick, and in an instant 
it lay under a hammer 50 feet away. The com- 
mittee were approaching the furnace shop when 
this occurred. One of the members called to the 
old workman at the doorway. “I’ve been tend- 
ing furnaces,” he replied, “for 40 years, and it 
has never affected my health. Ieat likea sol- 
dier and work from morning till night. 1 never 
used intoxicants or tobacco, but when I ride in 
the cars people look at my face and say, * See the 
—oldrummy.’ My face would be all right if 1 
quit work a couple of weeks.”

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MAGGIE JOURDAN’S BROTHER LOCKED UP AT 


POLICE HEADQUARTERS. | 

“Johnny” Jourdan, a famous burglar 
and bank sneakthief, was a prisoner yesterday 
inacell at the Central Office. His arrest was 
made in rather a singular fashion. There was a 
fight early yesterday morning in the house No. 
54 Lexington-avenue, and shouts of * Police !” 
brought Patrolman Joseph Johnson, of the 
Eighteenth Precinct, to the scene. He found a 
well-dressed man and a woman wrangling in the 
house. The woman, a tall, good-looking 
brunette, with flashing black eyes, accused her 
male companion of having snatched a one- 
hundred-dollar bill from her, and asked 
the policeman to arrest him for the 
larceny. The officer took both to the staticn, 
the man as a prisoner, and the woman as the 


complainant. The Pa arg gave his name as 
John Wild, and said that he was a merchant. 
The woman said she was Mrs. Eliza Little, and 
she lived at No. 54 Lexington-avenue. She 
charged Wild with having stolen a hundred- 
doilar bill from her some two or three weeks 
ago, while he was paying her a visit at her house. 
The bill was subsequently found on the floor, 
where the woman alle Wild had thrown it 
during a scuffle for the recovery of the money. 
Wild denied having stolen the money, but on 
the woman's complaint he was locked up. 

When he was brought out of his cell at 7 
o’clock yesterday morning for the purpose of 
being taken to court he was recognized by Capt. 
Clinchy as Jourdan. An investigation was then 
made, and it was discovered that the complain- 
ant against Jourdan was none other than Eliza 
Austin, alias ** The Whale,” the wife or mistress 
of the notorious “ Tip” Little, a famous sneak- 
thief and pickpocket. The woman is said by the 
police to be a confidence woman, shoplifter, and 
pickpocket. Jourdan told Capt. Clinchy that 
the charge against him was unfounded and grew 
out of jealousy on the part of the woman, with 
whom he had been intimate. Jourdan was taken 
to the Fifty-seventh-Street Police Court beiore 
Justice Gorman. The woman who had made 
the complaint against him failedtoappear. The 
magistrate thereupon remanded the prisoner 
until to-day, and issued a subpoena for Mrs. 
“ Tip” Littie. Meanwhile Capt. Clinchy had in- 
formed Sergt. Bird, in charge of the Detective 
Bureau, of the arrest of Jourdan. Detective 
Sergeant Silas Rogers was sent to the court, and 
when Jourdan was remanded he took charge of 
the prisoner and took him to Police Headquar- 
ters. He was taken into the Detective Bureau 
and “shown up” to the detectives, but few of 
whom knew him before. Sergt. Bird says that 
there are no warrants for him in the hands of 
the officers of the bureau, but he is held to await 
further developments. He was locked up ina 
= and a policeman placed on guard outside the 

oor. 

Jourdan has been a criminai from boyhood. 
He is one of the persons referred to in Inspector 
Byrnes’s recent report to the Buard of Police as 
being protected by certain lawyers in close con- 
nection with the District Attorney’s office. His 
sister isthe Maggie Jourdan through whose in- 
strumentality William J. Sharkey, under sen- 
tence of death for killing Robert 8. Dunn, es- 
caped from the Tombs. Jourdan was the asso- 
ciate of such clever safe breakers, ——. 
and bank sneaks as George Carson, Johnny 
Price, Rufe Minor, and Billy Burke. He 
was engaged with George Carson and 
others in the robbery of the safe and vaults 
of the Middletown Savings Bank, at Middletown, 
Conn., where they secured $48,000. He and 
Carson were arrested in this city for this robbery 
on a requisition from the Governor of Connecti- 
cut. Carson was delivered to the authorities of 
Connecticut, and was taken back for trial. This 
resulted ina disagreement of the jury, and he 
was released on bail. Jourdan resisted the requi- 
sition, and pending the proceedings in the Su- 
frome Court was placed inthe custody of the 
Sheriff. He was confined in the Ludiow-Street 
Jail for several weeks, but on the plea of his ill- 
health was removed to Bellevue Hospital, where 
he was placed in ward No. 8 He escaped from 
the hospital on April 14, 1881, and has since been

SHE DESERTS THE HUSBAND WHO PAID HER 
PASSAGE TO AMERICA, 

Edward Pfestner, an immigrant, arrived 
here a year ago and founda home in Ohio.

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A DOCTOR'S OFFICE ROBBED. 

A well-dressed man, about 30 years old, 
rang the bell of Dr. Francis J. Quinlan’s office, 
at No. 248 West Fifteenth-street, late Wednesday 
afternoon, and asked to see the doctor.

A 
number of articles of clothing were lying on the 
floor, and valuable papers were scattered about. 
He then found that he had been robbed of 
pearly $80 worth of property, including 
four suits of clothing, three overcoats,
